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TO SATISFY PARTY GREED | 


{MPERILING THE RAILWAY 
MAIL SERVICER. 
THE HUGE NUMBER OF CHANGES UNDER 
PRESIDENT HARRISON— SEEKING A 
NAVY YARD IN THE SOUTH. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—During the four years 
of President Cleveland’s Administration, when 
the Railway Mail Service was not under civil 
service rules, there were 725 removals, 768 
resignations, 340 dismissals for inefliciency 
and 166 for drunkenness, a total of 1,999 
changes. Under the Harrison Administration, 
from March 20 until May 1, there were 1,524 
dismissals and 210 resignations in the 
Postal Railway Mail Service. From May 
1 to July 1 there were 23 dismissals and 
147 resignations, besides 530 clerks dropped 
from the service ‘‘ after a trial,” making a grand 


total of 2,434 in a little more than three 
months. ‘Lhis record of removals from the 
Railway Mail Service exceeds that of the entire 
— years of the Cleveland Administration by 
vo.

The Naval Commission, with Commodore Mc- 
Cann at its head® appointed some months ago 
to selecta site for the proposed navy yard on 
the South Atlantic or Gulf coast, has not yet 
been able to reach an agreement as to the loca- 
tion it will recommend, and itis probable that 
majority and winority reports will be presented. 
There has been a great deal of competition 
atnong the Southern sea-coust cities to secure 
this yard, and the commission has visited all 
the available sites, and every argument has 
been brought to bear by interested persuns to 
Induce it to select each location. 

The site must be One having a deep-water 
frontage, so as to accommodate ships of the 
deepest draught. It must be far enough up 
some stream to have fresh water, 80 that steel 
ships laid up at ite docks will not deteriorate. 
It must be lanalocked and easily defended from 
assaults mf sea or by land. It must have favcili- 
ties for inland transportation andin a healthy 
locality, with plenty of jabor available. The 
Government has aiready one navy yard on the 
Suuthern coast at Pensacola, Fla., which is 
gimost useless, because it is liable to epidemics 
of yellow fever, and such skilled mechanics as 
‘ust be employed to build modern ships will 
‘not live there. 

A wajority of the commissién has decided 
that the best site available is on the Mississippi 
River, just opposite New-Orleans, and Lieut. 
Kennedy, the Secretary of the commission, is 
now preparing a report in favor of this loca- 
tion. Atieast one of the members of the com- 
mission has not yet been brought to concur in 
this report, and isin favor of a site on Broad 


' River, between Port Royal, & C., and Savan- 


nah, Ga., for which are claimed all the aavan- 
tages of the New-Orleans site, without the dis- 
advantage of being liable to overflow. 


While Secretary Tracy has, in the main, fol- 
lowed pretty closely upon the policy inau- 


gurated by his predecessor in the Navy Depart- 
ment, be at first seemed disposed to look on 
some of the official acts of Mr. Whituey with a 
critical eye, and one of his early acts was to ap- 
oint a poard, consisting of Commodores 
rown and Ramsey, Capt. Meade, and Pay- 
Master Kenney, to investigate the system of 
accounts and storekeeping in the navy yards 
which was devised by Mr. Whitney to check 
the extravagant and wasteful methods 
which ne found in vogue when he_ took 
charge of the department. The board has 
had a number of sessions, but thus far has 
been unable to find anything in the system to 
condemn. It adjourned to-day, and _ before 
niaking its final report the members will inves- 
tigate the workings of the system at their sev- 
eral stations, Commodores Browv and Ramsey 
and Capt. Meade at the Norfolk, New-York, and 
Washington Navy Yards, and Paymaster Ken- 
ney at uneeNavy Department. It is likely that 
a few simplifications in method will be recoin- 
mended, but the system Witi be approved, 


Information is received that there 1s serious 
objection on the part of the people of Haywood 


County, N. C., to the settlement of Geronimo 
and » email band of Apaches in that county as 
proposed by the War Department at the sug- 
gestion of the Indian Rights Assvciation. The 
site proposed is. near the Tennessee line, and is 
in the . vicinity of the civilized eastern 
Cherokees, Tne people of the  mount- 
ain region of Tennessee and North Car 
olina, neighbors of the Cherokee tribe, 
do not object to association with them, be- 
cause they are quict, industrious, Christian 
people, but they regard the Apaches as a wild, 
ruving, savage tribe, having all the worst qual- 
ties of the border Indian. It is expected that 
formal protests will be forwarded soon to the 
department. Secretary Proctor intends to sena 
a board of army ollicers, with a committee of 
the Indian Rights Association, within a tew 
days, to. conclude the purchase of the tract of 
land selected by the agents of the association. 


The command of another of the new cruisers 
has been disposed of by Secretary Tracy. Capt. 


Robert F. Bradford, at present commandant of 
the navy yard at Portsmouth, N. H., is to com- 
mand the Philadelphia when sheis completed 
and goes’ intO commission. An order was is- 
sued to-day ordering him,on being relieved 
trom his present duty, to proceed to Philadel- 
phia on duty in connection with preparing the 
cruiser of that name for sea. 


President Harrison and Secretary Noble will 
have a consultation to-morrow, when it is be- 


lieved the appointment of a Commissioner of 
Pensions will be decided npon, A. B, Camp- 
bell of Kansas, whose name was presented to 
the President by Senator Plumb, has decided, it 
is said by his friends to-night, to enter the lists 
as a canitidate for the office, and they say that 
he will 'e selected.

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AFTER TREASURER BURKE. 


THAT FORMER OFFICIAL TO START FROM 
LONDON TO-DAY TO EXPLAIN MATTERS. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Sept. 27.—The brokers have 
been watching with interest to see what posi- 
tion the State would take in regard to the re- 
sults of the Treasury investigation. In order 
to hold ex-State Treasurer Burke for issuing the 
bonds supposed to have been destroyed, the 
State would have had to acknowledge them of 
value, and that would have been good for the 
bondholders. If, on the other hand, the State 
maintained that the bonds were annulled and 
worthless, tnat would have been good for 
Burke. 

But the State has steered clear of both dilem- 
mas and found other transactions upon which 
to hold the ex-Treasurer. Attorney-General 
Rogers to-day served notice on the Times-Demo- 
crat Company to return to the State $1,640 re- 
ceived in checks from the State Treasurer for 
payment of alieged coupons and paid out of in- 
terest funds of 1880 and 1881. A similar no- 
tice was served on J. H. McCormick, an 61d 


bookkeeper in the 7imes-Democrat oftice, to re- 
turn $10,120, and upon Maurice J. Hart to pay 
back $30,760. 

There is something startling about these 
transactions as the Attorney. General relates 
them, although he would not give full partio- 
ulars for obvious reasons. In the Hart trans- 
action the money was paid over without a 
single coupon being filed, Mr. Burke simply 
drawing his check. The McCormick transaction 
1s On a different line. That gentleman says that 
he never owned or saw a bond or coupon in his 
life and knows nothing of the matter, although 
he admits that when Major Burke asked him to 
indorse checks he did so. The check for the 
payment of the $10,000 was indorsed in this 
way. To offset it, several packages of alleged 
coupons were deposited in the Treasury and 
marked with Mr, McCormick’s name in a hand- 
writing which, Mr. Rogers says, is that of 
Burke, 

Inside of the packages theJcoupons proved to 
be nothing but strips of blotting paper. The 
latest advices from Major Burke say that he 
will leave on the Etruria to-morrow. if he does 
come to New-York he will be apprehended, be- 
cause it is likely that the Grand Jury will find 
indictments early next week, Witnesses have 
already been summoned, and tt is stated that 
Judge Marr of the Criminal Court will charge 
the grand inquest on Tuesday. 

Several boxes supposed to contain blank con- 
stitutional bonds were found in the branch de- 
pository of the State National Bank, marked as 
delonging to Gov. McEnery. The information 
of their finding was the first knowledge Gov. 
Mokuery had of their existence. Auditor Steele 
and Treasurer Pipes will be here to-morrow, and 
the boxes will be opened by them and an inven- 
tory taken. ‘hey wiil have their olficiai report 
ready by that time, and it is expected to furnish 
more disclosures. 


LONDON, Sept, 27.—Major E. A. Burke of New- 
Orleans, ex-Treasurer of the State of Louisiana, 
will sail for the United States on the Etruria 


to-morrow. He says that he has no knowledge 
of the charges that have been made or of the 
present situation at New-Orleans, except such 
as have been conveyed to him in afew brief 
cable dispatches. Lhese, however, have deter- 
mined him to hasten home in order to meet at 
once uny question that may arise touching the 
administration of the oltice of State Treasurer 
during the nine years of his incumbency. 

For two years of the period that he held of- 
fice, he said to-night, his time and attention 
were almost wholly absorbcd in-the work of 
the International Exposition at New-Oyleans 
During ail tbis time the affairs of the State 
Treasurer’s office were left almost entirely in 
the bands of men in whoin he had absolute con- 
fidence. At the time when he surrendered this 
office, an exbaustive inquiry into its adminis- 
tration was made by a legislative committee, 
alded by experts from tive banks and from the 
commercial agencies of R. G. Dun & Co. and 
bradstree’’s, The report of this committee, 
issued in July, 1887, makes the position of the 
coupons perfectly clear. Major Burke e1i- 
phasized the fact thatit was at his special re- 
quest that the committee of inquiry examined 
Singly every Coupon that had been paid. He 
denies that heever paid any invalid coupons. 
A small numberof coupons, he declares, were 
put aside aud were never paid. These are now 
in his possession and will show for themselves. 
* if it can be shown that [ am indebted to the 
State of Louisana in any way,I am ready to 
make the indebtedness good,” he said. 

Major Burke's health is feebie. He has been 
undergoing severe surgical operations during 
the past four months. Mrs. Burke also has 
been prostrated with illness,

THE QUESTION MR. WEMPLE WILL RE

Phewbé G. Brown, Mrs. Wemple’s mother, keeps 
the house. She is a great-aunt of Miss Vincent. 

Mrs. Brown refused to be seen last night, She 
sent ia her pene one of her boarders, who said 
that Wemple had come to the house on Thurs- 
day evening and hadinduced Mrs. Wemple to 
permit Nettie to accompany him to a theatre. 
Since then she had not been heard from, and her 
aunt and Mrs. Wemple did not know where she 
was. Mrs. Brown yesterday received a letter 
trom young Wemple, however, saying that the 
girl wasin good keeping and would not return 
to them. . 

The father of young Wemple, Mr. Christopher 
Y. Wemple, 1s a resident of Haverstraw. but for 
some time has been at the Murray Hill Hotel. 
He is reputed to pe very wealthy. 

Young Mr. Wemple said last night that it was 
true that Miss Vincent had lett the house in 
East Twelfth-street with him, but that she had 
gone at ber own wish. Miss Vinccnt has no de- 
sire to return to Mrs, Brown's, he added, and 
he did not expect her todo so. She is now with 
old friends. No legal papers had beep served 
upon him and his first intimation of the case

FIGHTING THE RING MEN 


THE NEW OOMMITTEE MEETS 
IN JERSEY OITY. 
ALDERMEN LAY OUT THE ELECTION 
PRECINCTS IN A MYSTERIOUS FASH- 

1ON—A DELEGATION REBUFFED. 


The fight against the ring that has for some 
years misconducted the affairs of Hudson Coun- 
ty, N. J., gives every indication of being a very 
determined one. The Democratic reformers 
who have undertaken it realize what serious 
work they have in hand, and are going into the 
campaign with coolness and set purpose. The 
ring men,on the other hand, are constantly 
giving new cause for indignation. 

The Republicans, just at present, appear to 
occupy an uncertain position, some of them 
having awakened to the idea that in the fight 
they may possibly win a local victory them- 
selves. but the 5,000 Democratic majority in 
Hudson County makes the prospect of any such 
victory rather poor. 5 

The movement naturally has an important 
bearing on the State campaign. The new com- 
mittee has not indorsed the candidacy of Gov. 
Abbett, and a proposal to do so was laid on the 
table at a meeting a week ago. Ali the men in 
the movement are Democrats, and they will 
follow their natural benf if they vote the Dem- 


ocratic State ticket. But they are not talking 
of their purposes in that respect at present, and 
the one clear fact about it seems to be that they 
regard their local affairs ot paramount impor- 
tance. 

At present the new movement is exerting 
itself to secure the possibility of an honest 
election. This will ‘vot be an easy matter, 
especially as honest elections have gone out of 
tashion in Hudson County. A law was passed 
by the Legisiature in 1888 authorizing munici- 
pal bodies in cities to appoint election officers, 
and reguiring that these officers’ shall 
consist of two Democrats ana two Repub- 
licans at each polling piace. It is 
understood that the Fare City Board 
ot Aiderinen does not regard this law ae bind- 
ing and the Corporation Counsel, Assemblyman 

cdwards, has formulated an opinion that the 
appointments may bé made under an oid Jaw. 
inasmuch as the law of 1888 repeals all former 
statutes on the subject, Coungel Edwards’s 
opinion is condemned by the new-movement 
men, but it is expected that the board of Alder- 
men will adopt it and appoint three of their own 
men and one Republican as election officers at 
each polling place. Meantime the new commit- 
tee 18 preparing to fight auch a move. 

A meeting of the New General Committee was 
held in Roche’s Hall, Jersey Vity, last evening, 
Chairman Wiliam Sturr of Huboken presiding. 
One of the most lmwportant things it dia was to 
receive a report from the committee appointed 
at a previous meeting to wait on the Board of 
Aldermen and get a heuring relative to the di- 
vision of the city into voting precincts. The 
Aldermen held a special meeting on the subject 
on Thursday night and the committee was on 
hund, but got nu hearing. Not only that, but it 
Was entirely unable to iearn on what lines the 
Aldermen proposed to diviue the city. A meas- 
ure was vrought in making the division, and 
part of one section of it was read, when some- 
body moved’ that the further reading be ais- 
pensed with and the. measure adopted. Tne 
notion was carried, although the Aldermen 
voting for it admitted that they did not know 
its contents. 

Not one of the Aldermen, the new-movement 
cOmmittee reported, knew the outlines of his 
own voting precinct after the board nad taken 
vhe vote. ut one Alderman said he knew who 
drew the measure, and that was enough. When 
the Jersey City papers were published yester- 
day it was hoped to find the outlines of the new 
voting precincts described, but the papers gave 
no information on the subject. The conse- 
quence was that no One outside the ring heaa- 
quarters knew yesterday how the city had 
a Givided by the Aluermen on Thursday 
night. 

Some statements about the division got out 
yesterday, however, which showed it to be a 
most outrageous one. It was learned that the 
Third Assembly District, whicn ig one of the 
smallest in the county, had been divided into 
sixteen precincts, while the Second District, 


with @ much larger vote, was divided into eight , 


precincts, and the Seventh, which is also large, 
was divided intu four precincts. The divisions 
are 80 Made that some persons in the heart of 
the city will have to go half a mile to vote. 
1t 18 calculated that one of these precincts in- 
cludes at least 1,000 voters, although a law 
passed last Winter forbids such a division as 
shall put more than 300 voters in a precinct. 

The new-movement men donot fully under- 
stana this mancuvre, but are satistied that it 
is a partofa plot for the manipulation or sup- 
pression ofa partof the vote. The ring men 
would not make so absurd a division without 
some purpose. 


The General Committeemen last night de-: 


cided that their primaries should be held Oct. 
¥. It was also decided to provide speakers tor 
&@ mass meeting on Saturday, Oct. 56. Other 
steps were also taken in the direction of carry- 
ing on the war with vigor, Many meetings wiil 
be held and circulars will be sent out. 

Men engaged in the new movement denounce 
the Hudson County “ as worse than the 
Tweed ring ever was. The Tweed ring, they 
say, gave the citizens of New-York somethiug 
for the money it took, and, morevver, it spent 
that money freely and made times lively. .The 
Jersey ring, on the other hand, is composed ot 
men who are as sordid as they are unscrup- 
ulous, They provide for themselves and care 
tor nothing else. : 


ACCUSED OF BIGAMY. 

RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 27.—David Harfield, 
who was arrested last night upon a telegram 
from Inspector Byrnes of New-York charging 
him with bigamy in that city, left here this 
evening in charge of Chief of Police Pue. Ac- 
cording to his statement Harficla was married 
in New-York ten years ago, ana soon afterward 


his wife deserted him for another man. After 
the lapse of some years: he became engaged to 
Miss Martin, a pretty young Jewess ot New- 
York. Harfield settled here and kept up 
@ constant correspondence with his tiancée., 
On a recent visit to New-York the 
bans were published in. the Jewish 
churehes. Upon his return to Richmond Misa 
Martin came on here to pay Harftield’s mother a 
visit. Hearing of these facts, the alleged biza- 
mist says his first wife supposed that he and 
Misa Martiv had married, and swore out the 
warrant charging him with bigamy. The man 
is well regarded here, and says he will marry 
~ new love as svon 4s he Gan rid himself of the 
old one, 





The story,.as told to Inspector Byrnes by the 
first wife, is that Harfield lived in this city in 
1874. He married Misa Julia Harlan. Five 


months afterward he disappeared. Sept. 8 last 
he came back and was wedded to Miss Sarah 
Marks of. 216 East Broadway. A friend of the 
ret Mrs. Hartield told her of the marriage of a 
riend of hers to a man who resembied her hus- 
bana very greatly, and the aggrieved wife went 
to Inspector Byrnes, .

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THE MUSIO FESTIVAL, 


LAST TWO CONCERTS AT WORCESTER 
YESTERDAY. 


WORCESTER, Sept. 27.—The Worcester Music 
Festival came to an end this evening with a 
performance of. Haydn’s time-honored oratorio, 
“*The Creation.” The afternoon concert was 
miscellaneous, but it was in many respects one 
of the most creditable of the series, In the first 
place, the programme contained a greater pro- 
portion of good music than any other miscel- 
laneous programme presented in the course of 
the festival, and, in the second place, the work 
of the soloists was more even in merit. The 
programme consisted of Schumann’s B flat 
symphony, the first Schumann symphony ever 
played in Worcester; the air ‘‘ Revenge, Tim- 
otheseus Cries,” from Handel's “ Alexander’s 


Feast”; Beethoven’s E flat piano concerto; the 
air ** Mio Cara,” from Handel’s ** Rodelinda,” 
and Wagner’s * Ride of the Valkyrie.” 


» The feature vf the concert was undoubtedly 


Miss Adele Aus Der Obe’s playing of the **Em- 
peror” concerto. When this talented artist 
tirst essayed this work in New-York her con- 
ception of its significance was extremely 
vague, and her performance was hazy in de- 
sign and crude in execution. She has evident- 
ly devoted much honest hard work to the noble 
composition, which no lover of music needs to 
be told is well worthy of the loving study of a 
great artist. Miss Aus Der Obe has gone far 
toward posshing the heart of this concerto. 
Her playing to-day was thoughtful, unusualiy 
intelligent, and at times pvuetic. One could 
have been quite happy if she had infused 
a little more tenderness of feeling into the won- 
derful adagio, aud had displayed a better bal- 
ance of power in the-rondo. As it was, the 
latter was marred by asimple blunder in tech- 
nique, the player accenting the tundamental 
bass notes at the opening of the rondo theme 
too heavily and thus obscuring her enunciation 
of the theme itself, Miss Aus Der Ohe still dis- 
plays some coldness in the opening measures of 
the first movement. It seems to require a little 
playing toinspireher. Itis not an uncommon 
trouble, and one that can only beovercome by a 
strong will and a constant realization of a 
high artistic purpose. But,on the whole, there 
is probably nv one now in this country who can 
give such a commendable performance of this 
concerto a8 Miss Aus Der Ohe, Her improve- 
mentin itspeaks well forthe honesty of her 
artistic endeavors. It is not a composition in 
which applause canbe won by mere technical 
facility. When played without meaning it al- 
ways falls flat. It is hardly lhkely to suffer 
this fate again in Miss Aus Der Ohe’s hands. 

Mrs. Corinne Moore Lawson was the other 
soluist who gave pleasure this afternoon. Her 
singing Was smooth, Without effort, and taste- 
tul, Itcannot be commended for delicacy of 
shading, but it was agreeable singing and mer- 
ited the applause which it received. The thira 
soloist was Dr. B. Merrill Hopkinson. He was 
to have sung an aria from * Kurianthe,” but as 
the orchestra parts did not arrive he substituted 
tne Handel air from “ Alexander’s Feast.” 
Worcester is to be congratulated on the non- 
arrival of those orchéstra parts, as, judging trom 
Dr. Hopkinson’s treatment of the Handel music, 
he would have had a very bad ten minutes with 
Weber's diflicult aria, 

The orchestra played the Schumann symphony 
with considerable vigor, and, in some passages, 
with briliancy. The Wagner music, of course, 
sounded somewhat thip, as there were not 
enough instruments to give it body. It may as 
well be said, now that the festival is at end, 
ae the orchestra has generally been very care- 

eas. 

As for the performance of “The Creation,” it 
cannot be said to have been especially edifying. 
‘The soloists were Mme. Katharine Von Arn- 
beim, soprano; Frederick Harvey, tenor, and 
D. M."Babdcook, basso, Mme. Von Arnheim has 
been suffering from cold during the whole fes- 
tival, and her singing to-night was pitifully 
weak and colorless. Mr.' Harvey’s explosive 
and strained style becomes extremely tiresome 
after one or two numbers, and Mr. Babcock 
seems to be wholly unable to preserve intimate 
relations with the key. As for the chorus, the 
same trouble was apparent to-night as has been 
noticed before. Ths sopranos were weak and 
uncertain in attack, and the yvolumeof tone pro- 
duced by the entire body was not what ought to 

roceed from a chorus of 500 voices. The per- 

ormance was attended by a large audience, 
but there was no display of enthusiusi, al- 
though Haydn’s “Creation” is about as serious 
a work as x» Worcester audience will stand in 
its present stage of musical education. - The 
festival hue been fivanciaily successful, and it 
is an unfortunate fact that this is nécessarily a 
primary consideration. ‘here is no endowment 
tund behiad the project, barring a small 
giftt of $5,000, ana the association de- 
pends on the receipts to keep the fes- 
tival going. Under these circumstances large 
coucessions have to be made to the popular 
demand tor music of an inferior order and solo 
Jeo de te If the Worcester County Musical As- 
sociation could afford to risk losing money for 
two or three years vubiic taste here might be 
so educated that the artistic standard of the 
festival could be raised to a worthy level. Itis 
now painfully low.

TWO TRAINS IN COLLISION 


FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT ON THE 
NEW-YORK CENTRAL. 














MANY BODIES TAKEN FROM THE 
WRECK. 


THE SECOND SECTION OF THE ST. LOUIS 
EXPRESS PLUNGES INTO THE FIRST 
SECTION WHILE RUNNING THIRTY 
MILES AN HOUR ~—A WAGNER 
SLEEPER TELESCOPED AND GROUND 
TO SPLINTERS. 

CANAJOHARIE, N. Y., Sept. 27.—A terrible ac- 
cident occurred on the New-York Central Road 
at 11:40 o’clock to-night, two miles east of Pala- 
tine Bridge. The first section of the St. Louis 
express, which left New-York at 6 o’clock, had 
broken down, an accident having happened to 
the steam chest, when the secona section, which 
was composed of eight vestibule sleeping 
coaches, drawn by the sixty-ton engine No. 683, 
in charge of William Horth, and running at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour, dashed into it. 

The first section was made up of Engine 714, 
(Engineer Weeks and Conductor Abel,) a bag- 
gage, mail, and express car, three passenger 
coaches, which were packed with people, one 
Wagner sleeper, and two private coaches. 

The rear private coach, the Kankakee, tele- 
scoped the Wagner car of the first section, 
which was just ahead of it, to half its distance. 
The only damage caused to the ordinary pas- 
senger cars, Which were between the sleepers 
and the locomotive, was in the smashing of 
windows and lamps. 

After the crgsh the second section withdrew 
from the first section, but left a hole in the rear 
portion of the Kankakee big enough to place a 
botler in. The first, third, and fourth tracks 
were littered with wreckage. 

Just how the accident happened is at this 
hour, 1 o’olock, not determined. Conductor 
Abel says his rear br akeman was sent back, but 
Conductor Horth, whois very badly hurt, has 
said that he did not see him, and the first he 
saw were the lights of the train. 

Horth is in a bad way. He had a pillow 
under his head, and his face was ghastly 
white. Some kind hands had placed a cusnion 
under his legs and back. He was suffermg 
great agony and could only mutter: ‘* This 1s 
bad business, bad business.” He lay on the 
ground, near the Montana of the second section, 

When the crash came THE TIMES’S corre- 
spondent was asleep in the coach next ahead of 
the sleeper of the first section. Every seat in 
the car was taken. One-half of the passengers 
were women. They made a wild break for the 
door, but were déetérred from jumping outin 
the darkness by the cooler-headed passengers. 

The wreck could not have occurred in a more 
unfavorable place. On the left, in the pitchy 
darkness, and fifty feet below, was the roaring 
Mohawk. 

Not a light could be seen except those in the 
coaches, The lights in the sleepers had all been 
extinguished. One-halfof the passengers were 
awakened from a sound sleep to find themselves 
wrapped in gloom. For a while the people were 
too dazed to do anything. The train men were 
mute and reserved as usual under such circum- 
stances. 

The tirst thing THE TIMEs’s correspondent 
did was to walk back to see if the rear lights of. 
the first section were all right and the rear 
brakeman was in his place. Ten feet of 
the rear car had been out. away by 
the towering engine, which was hissing 
in the darkness fifty feet distant. Twoof the 
passengers had got a light, and were searching 
about in the rain for the cause of the disaster. 

The engine,No. 683,of the second section,one of 
the latest and heaviestengines on the road, was 
wrecked beyond redemption.: The roof ot the 
express car immediately behind it had sprung 
through the cab and thrown the engineer to the 
ground, The fireman, Henry Anderson, had 
jumped and escaped uninjured. Beyond , this 
the second section was not damaged at all, the 
heavy vestibule sleepers protecting it from tel- 
escoping. 

lt was the three rear heavy Wagner sleeping 
and private coaches of the first section that had 
sustained the shock and saved those three pas- 
senger coaches filled with men, women, and 
children from destruction. 

There was not a surgeon or a doctor on the 
train, and it was with the greatest difficulty 
that whisky and brandy were procured for the 
wounded. It was not till a large bonfire was 
built on the north side of.the track that a real- 
izing seuse of the disaster was obtained. Al- 
ready six wounded passengers, including one 
lady, had been taken from the Wagner sleeping 
car. 

It was a pitiable sight to see the passengers, 
dazed, with fear stamped in theirfaces, groping 
their way from the sleeping oar, Gentle hands 
were ready tolead them aright, and after the 
first terror of the shock had passed away the 
women in the coaches fell to and worked as 
only women in an emergency can. 

Axes and saws were procured and willing hands 
set to work to cut away the sides of the tele- 
scoped cars. How many bodies, if any, are 
left in there at this writing, it is impossible 
to tell. 

When THE TIMES’S correspondent left the 
scene at midnight they had not made much 
progress. Engineer Wesks of the first gection 
said: “My engine had broken-down, something 
had happened to the steam chest, and I was 
out by the side of my engine when the crash 
came. limmediately sent my fireman back to 
see what was the matter, and Conductor Abel 
dispatched a flagman to Palatine Bridge, two 
mules away, for assistance.” ; 

THE TIMEs’s correspondent tried in-vain before 
leaving to find the rear brakeman of the first 
train section, but could not find him. He is the 
most important person just now, forit Was his 
duty, as prescribed by the rules of the company, 
to run back'at least six hundred yards the mo- 
ment the train stopped. 

There is a discrepancy as to the length:of time 
that the first section was standing there, some 
persons claiming that scarcely a momentekapsed 4 
before the crash and others that they were etand- 
ing fully five minutes. 

The accident occurred within sight ofthe 
home of the founder of the sleeping-car com- 
pany, who had lost his life in-the last baad aeci- 
dent on this road. 

The first news to Palatine Bridge was brought 
by LHE TIMES’s correspondent and Mr. T. H. 
Coleman of Hornelisville, who covered the two 
miles over the railway-ties in less than.nalf.an 
hour. : 3 

The village was asleep,-but Mr. Coleman, by 
the assistance of Officer Barret, went from 
house to house awakening surgeoas, who were 
hurried to the front as rapidly aa vehicles could 
take them. 

All trains east -and west, freights and passen- 








sistance had been telegraphed to from Fonda 
and Little Falis. 

It was just by a miracle that the disaster was 
not rendered tenfold more terrible, 

Within five minntes after the crash the meat 
express came tearing slong on the fourth track 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour. It was 
stopped just in time, else it would have dashed 
into the débris of the wreck. 

The second Atlantic Express, due in New- 


‘York at 7:30 in the morning, was also hailed at 


the station justasit.was pulling out. A man 
just from the wreck says that they have already 
taken four ‘bodies from the Wagner sleeper.

THE WRECK CATCHES FIRE. 

CANAJOHARIE, Sept 28—3 A. M.—The wreck 
caught fire and is burning rapidly. Two more 
bodies were taken from the ruins. The wildest 
stories are in circulation in regard to the number 
of bodies in the wreckage. Anywhere from 
twenty to fifty persons are said to be among 
the dead. It is positively stated that the rear 
brakeman was sent back to signal the second 
section, but he neglected to perform his duty. 

Among the bodies recovered are those of 
three men and one woman.

The wrecked train has always been a favorite 


, among travelers, and for years it has had the 


reputation of being the heaviest train sent out 
over the New-York Central from the Forty- 
second-street station. The great majority of 
its passengers have been those bound for dis- 
tant points, and with Cinoinnati and St. Louis 
people it has been the best-liked train over the 
northern trunk line. 

Ita size, in fact, about two years ago induced 
the entral’s officials to build a particularly bie 
engine especially for the haulto Alany. The 
machine, the most powerful on the road, was a 
success and made some great records with heavy 
loads. 

It was equipped with vestibule cars very soon 
after the latter were introduced on the limited 
expresses. As generally made up nowadays, the 
8t. Louis expres: started on its run with two 
coaches, three ba; guge cars, and two parlor 
cara, and a sleeper o- two in the first :e.tlon. 
The second had at least seven sleepers. As far 
as Albany the train rc gilarly hasa Gd ning car. 

At that city there are usually more pas- 
sengers to be reseived from the Boston roads, 
andthe train resumes its westward journey 
with an increased list of travelers. 

“At Buffalo tne express takes the Michigan 
Southern Line, its passengers to the Southwest 
branching off at Cleveland. Its running time 
is fast. In fact, it is second only to thatof the 
limited express. .

CUOX’S SUCCESSOR. 


THE NINTH DISTRICT LOOKING FOR A 
DISTINGUISHED CONGRESSMAN. 


There is no apparent scramble for the seat in 
Congress from the Ninth District, made vacant 
by the death of 8. 8S. Cox, very probably because 
Tammany Hall has the undisputed disposal of 
the seat, and Tammany’s favors are not this 
year to be obtained by scrambling. 

A latent desire has been manifested by many 
for the nomination of a man large enough to 
sustain the reputation made for the district by 
the distinguished. dead, and some few names of 
more than average prominence have been men- 
tioned. in connection with the oflice, among 
them ex-President Cleveland, Carl Schurz, and 


ex-Congressman Ferry Belmont. While Mr. 
Cleveland’s name has been used entirely with- 
out bis privity, it has been seriously proposed 
by very many persons, both within and outside 
the district, but Mr. Cleveland’s friehids who 
have spoken their minds on the subject are 
found to be generally opposed to his accept 
ance of the nomination. 

Mr, Gleveland was himself out of town yes- 
terday, but his sentiments are said not to be 
agreeable to any such proposition. He has said 
that he had resolved to apply himself to his law 
business to the exclysion of everything else. 

A rumor was current about the hotels last 
night that Tammany and the Counties had 
buried the hatchet for the moment and would 
offer the seat in Congress to the Hon. Carl 
Schurz; that Mr. Schurz had even been ap- 
proached on the subject, and had promised to 
take the matter under serious consideration 
providing he could arrange his business affairs 
satisfactorily. A prominent Tammany man re- 
fused to confirm or deny the rumor, but said, 
with a very knowing smile: ‘* Whoever the nom- 
inee from the Ninth District is he will certain) 
be a man of national reputation who has al- 
ready made his mark in political life. The New- 
York delegation at present is woefully weak; 
both parties and all factions recognize that 
fact; and I think I am safe in saying that there 
is a movement on foot to nominate and elect a 
worthy successor to Mr. Cox.’ 

As to Perry Belmont, the most that can be, 
said is that John Reilly, ex-Register and nom- 
inal leader of the ‘‘ammany Democracy of the 
Fourteenth District, is urging his candidacy for 
the place. 

County Clerk Reilly will to-day notify the 


- Secretary of State of the vacancy caused by Mr. 


Cox’s death, and then the Governor will issue a 
warrant for the election, which, as there is 
ample time for the pablication, will probably 
take place at the. general election in November. 


NEW-HAVEN’S NEW COLLECTOR. 
NrW-HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 27.—Col. Albert H. 
Kellam received word to-day from Secretary 
“Windom that President Harrison had appointed 
him Collector of Customs for the port of New- 
Haven. The present Collector, John C. Byxbee 


of Meriden, has private business affairs in Colo- 
rado which he wants to look out for next month, 
and recently sent his resignation to Washington. 
He was appointed Collector by President Cleve- 
land in June, 1885, and expected to retire last 
July. He was not confirmed by the Senate until 
Jan. 20, 1886, and his commission holds good 
until next January. But he preferred to resign 
and attend to his private business interests in 
the West. Since he assumed the duties of the 
office its emoluments have been much reduced 
by the failure of E. 8. Wheeler, once a large 
importer of metal, and the removal from New- 
Haven to New-York of the shipping offices of 
the Trowbridges and the Armstrongs, importers 
of sugar and molasses from the West Indies, 
The new Coliector will take hold Oct. 1.

POLITICS IN A NEW STATE 


NOT _MUOH OF A FIGHT OVER 
DAKOTA'S FIRST ELECTION. 
THE CONTEST OF NEXT TUESDAY SEEMS 
TO AGITATE NOBODY BUT THE CAN 
DIDATES FOR OFFICE. 


BISMARCK, Dakota, Sept. 27.—There is littie 
excitement at the capital of North Dakota about 
the election to take place next Tuesday, The 
contest will be so one-sided as to be necessarily 
lacking in interest to any one except the candi- 
dates on the Republican ticket. So common ig 
the belief that the Republican majority will be 
large, that there is danger that the vote will be 
ashortone and that the majority will be so 
small as to encourage the Democrats.to wipe 
it out in the Fall of 1890. 

The Republican vote last Fall for Delegate in 
Congress was 9,600 more than the Democratic, 
and the candidate had a majority of abuut 7,300, 
This was in what is to be North Dakota. The 
same- counties that are to constitute the new 
State gave in 1886 21,000 majority. In 1884 
they gave 31,000 more Republican than Demo- 


cratic votes. The Democratic vote in 1884 was 
21 per cent. of the whole vote. In 1886 it had 
increased to 33 per cent., and the percentage in 
1888 was 35. Until the margin is closer yet 
campains will not be mucn more interesting 
than this one is, except in those paris of the 
State where the Republicans are fighting each 
other. 

The expectation of sanguine Republicans in 
North Dakota is that the whole State ticket 
will be elected by about fifteen thousand ma- 
jority. If their own reports about the poverty 
of the farmers and the leanness of the political 

urse are correct the vote will be smaller than 

n1888 and the majority of this year smaller 
than that of last. The Republicans have madd 
up their ticket,as the Democrats have con 
structed theirs, with a good deal of respect 
for the farmers. This is not apparent in the 
candidates for Representative in Congress. The 
Republicans have named H. C. Hansborougi, 
editor of the Devil Lake Jnier “cean, who is 

oung. bright, and popular. His opponent is 

nited States Marshal Dan W. Muratta ot Far- 
go, who has held on to the Federal office given 
him by Cleveland, owing, it is understood, to 
the friendly interyention of Matt Quay, for 
whom Maratta ia said to entertain a regard that 
is warmly returned. Itis related of him that 
he persisted in believing that Cleveland was 
elected until he received a dispatch from Quay 
on election night informing him that New-York 
was for Harrison. 

Both s:des have selected farmer candidates 
for Governor. . The Republican candidate js the 
choice of the Farmers’ Alliance, backed by State 
Committeeman John W. Dwight of New-York 
His name is John Miller, and he was brought 
from Dryden, New-York, by the Dwight Land — 
Company to manage the business of a concern 
in which ex-Representative Dwight, Judge 
Boardman, and other New-York men are inter- 
ested. Harrison Alien was the preference of 
the politicians, but the dread of a bolt by the 
Grangers, and the hard work done by Mr. 
.Dwight, junior, at the time of the convention, 
led to Miller’s nomination. W. N. Roach, who is 
also a farmer but nut in the Alliance, is the 
Democratic candidate. : 

The platforms upon which these candidates 
Were set up are not novel inany way. The 
Republicans uphold the principle of protect- 
tion, but with a suggestion for judicious taritf 
reduction, and the Democrats demand a reforia 
in the tariffas areduction of taxes. In their 
legislative convention in the Bottineau dis- 
trict, which is on the Canadian border, the Re- 
publicans rejected the idorsement of the pro- 
tective principle, accepting all ihe rest ef tae 
State platform of their party. 

Republicans and Democrats have alike re- 
garded the fact that a large proportion of the 
population is Scandinavian and have named 
pwedes or Norwegians for Secretary Of Stute, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, aud for other 
offices. *[he Democratic candidate, A. 8. Frus- 
lid, is an onispoken Henry George man, aud a 
very capabie advocate of the single tax. 

The temper of the campaign is good outside of 
the Fargo district, in which there is avery un- 
pleasant arraignment of the Republican candi- 
date for District Judge, whom the Fargo Argus 
is endeavoring to defeat in order to elect his 
Democratic opponent. } 

The tirat Legislature under the Constitution 
will consist of 31 Senators and 61 Representa- 
tives. Tne number of Sevators may be increased 
by the Legisiative Assembiy tv 50 and the 
House of Representatives to 140 members, the 
Senators to hold for two and four years, as the 
resuit of this election, ana a second class of the 
entire minority to be chosen every two years. 
The Representatives are elected fur two years, 
as the sessions of the Legislature are to be bien- 
nial. 

The expectation of the Republicans is that 
they will eiect at least 70 out of the 92 mem- 
bers of both houses. That this is no unreason- 
able hope is illustrated by the fact that with 
the rule of minority representation to help the 
Democrats in securing members of the Consti- 
tutional Convention, they only secured 19 out 
of the 75 members authorized to be choseu by 
the enabling act of Congress. 

The Constitution will be adopted without much 
opposition. Itis not the Evarts Constitution 
exactly, butitisa good deal of it. What has 
been alluded to in the East as the Evarts Con- 
stitution was presented to the Constitutional 
Convention by Mr. Williams, ex-Speaker of the 
Territorial Legislatare. ‘The report that Mr. 
Evarts had exacted $600 for his services in 
preparing the draft was denied and the assur- 
ance of Evarts given to the convention that he 
would be proud and happy to be permitted to 
present the State with a carefully-drawn docu- 
mént. The first draft us it came from,the Senate 
owitted the naine of the State so that it might 
have been offered to any other Territory con- 
templating Statehood. : 

The Republicans are so confident of carrying 
the Legislature that the talk about candidates 
on the ticket is mingled with electioneering for 

rospective United States Senators. Itis taken 
Por granted that ex-Goy. Gilbert A. Pierce of 
Bismarck, in the western section, will be one 
of the Seuators, and thathe willbe unopposed. 
Pierce was appointed Governor by President 
Arthur and resigned under Cleveland, who put 
Gov. Louis K. Church of New-York in his place, 

There are half a dozen aspirants for the bec 
ond seat, all from the Ked River Valiey, in the 
eastern section of the State. P. J. McCumber,a 
lawyer of Richland, is one; 'M. N. Johnson, @ 
Scandinavian of American birth and a lawyer 
of Nelson County, is another. A third is Harri- 
son Allen, the defeated candidate tor Governor, 
The fourth is George B. Winship, editor of the 
Grand Forks Hera/d, who is known as an active 
and merciless opponent of ex-Sergeant-“ at« 
Court” and ex-Territorial Governor N. G. Ord« 
Way, @ gentieman of unusual physical magne 
tude. Ordway iS a0 anxious candidate. : 

When it became evident that ex-Gov. Pierce 
would be the Senator from the western end of 
the State, Ordway is accused of having moved 
into the Red River Valley, and of having gone 
about the country registering from half a 
dozen places that had never before known him 
for their own. While his candidacy is gener- 
ally looked upon as absurd. it 1s apparent that 
there is some concern lest the man who is 
called a lobbyist, and whose chief interests are 
‘in Washington, D. C., may be elected. 

A sixth candidate is Waiter Muir of Cass, who 
offers himself as distinctly the candidate of the 
Farmers’ Alliance. Whatever happens, the 
Farmers’ Alliance will have a great deal to say 
about political affairs in North Dakota. 

The Prohibition vote will be iarge, but it is 
the general expectation that prohibition will be 
peaten by a majority larger than that by waich 
the Republican ticket wilt be elected.

WAIUHING 1H MORMONS, 


OBSERVATIONS AND SUGGESTIONS MADE 
BY THE UTAH COMMISSION. 


WASHINGTO™, Sept. 27.—The annual report of 
the Utubh Commission has been received by 
Secretary Noble. This commission, under au- 
thority of Congress, has wéneral supervision of 
all eléctions in thé Territory, and is specially 
intrusted with the etiforcement of the Ed- 
mundse-Tacker act of March 3, 1887. The re 
port in abstract ia as follows: 


“ Polywaimy is not at the present time openly prac- 
ticed, éxcept perhaps in a few reinoté and ott-of-the- 
way places, but the nou-Mormon element insists 
that piural Marriages are svlemnized clandestinely 
and practiced secretly in the larger centres and 
throughout the Territory. This mav or may not be 
true. The commission neither affirms nor denies in 
thé absences uf positive evidence, Doubtless many 
Members ot th: Mormon Churéh never have prac. 
ticed and néver intend to practice poly ganiy, and 
perhaps many of them,*per ge, do nut believe in the 
practice, but from thé standpoint of their faith and 
creed they accept it as a revelation ftem God 
throtigh the prephet, séer, and revelator Joseph 
Smith, ratified and approved by their great Prési-« 
dent, Bigham Young, and that whoever? desires to 
do s0 shuu'd have the right to Comply with this or. 
dinapce of the Church.” 

All laws forbidding the practice of polygamy the 
Mormons orpenencs uuconstitutional. There are 
sfounds to: belief, it is stated. that polyeamy is 
Still tatight by the Church as .@ saVing ordinance, 
arid that thoxe who practice it aré assnred of & 
higher eXaltation in heaven then thuse who content 
thems ‘lves With one wife. HKXtradts are given from 
\uTien papers showing that they still openly ad- 
vocate polygamy, hat the teachings ani practice 
of poygamy have bot been dievoniinued, as is 
claime:! by & me, is proved, the report says. by the 
taét that sines sept. 1, 1X8, there havé been in the 
Territory of Utah 857 convictions Yor big my. 
adultery, fornication, and unlawiui cohabitation; 
only two for bigamy. If Diurai mafriages are now 
celeb: ated, says the report, it is done in the secret 
Chambers of the Tem le, “If polygamy is prac. 
ticed itis with the secrecy with which the burglar 
guards | his housebreaking and the thief his lar: 
cenies. 

Those who ate convicted of poylgamy regard 
themséives and are regarded bv theit friends as 
mMariyrs, and think it no disgracé to be seut to the 
penitentiary. | he courts aré Commended for their 
Vigilande and aleé for the me:¢y With Which their 
tiavdates are tempered. The commission, in view 
of ine present conditign of the Territory as regards 
polygamy, does not think that Utah should be ad: 
mitied a8 a State. Shuuli it be, the commission 
says, “it Would not belong before the Gentile e'e- 
ment, With its advshced Givisization, its trade and 
its traffié, would be driven from the efritery and 
the Morinon theouracy be mailé -apretie.” 

The commission makes a number 6f recommenfa- 
tions, amoug them that jurisdiction of ali pol. ¢- 
amotia and sexdal offences, without tfegar to the 
plave committed within the Territory, be conferred 
on district courts; that She term of imprisonment 
fof unlawful Cohabitation be extended to at least 
two years for tlie tifst ahd three years for the see- 
ond offence; that it be made a penal oWeuse for any 
woman to énter into the marriage relation with any 
man, knowing him to have a Wife living undi- 
Vordéed, coupled, however, with the provision tat 
in. causes whéré & polygamous Wife is Galied as a 
witness against the husband her testimony conld 
not be used in any future prosecution «gdinst 
hef, an@ a@ like provision 4s to the husband; 
that a fpersinm Who frefiises to take an 
oath that he or 86 is not cohabiting with more 
‘than one husband or wife, in the iar 1ne telation, 
as the case may be, shall be exciud Om making 
@ idcation and settiément upon the public lands; 
that the laws with reéfereice t6 immigtation of 
Chinese and the importation of contrac: labor, 
paupers, and Criminals be 80 amended as to pre- 
vent the immigration of persons Giaiming that their 
religion justifies the crimé of pelygamy; that the 
Constitution should be amendéd so as.to forever 
prohibit polygamv; that a law be enacted creating a 
board, to eonsi-t of the Governor, Utah Comitiission, 
and thé seeretary of the Territory, to apportion 
Salt Lake ( itv into Aldermanic and Cotnciimasic 
Disiricts. It aise recommends thatthe cotimission 
be authorized, in ita discretion, to cause to be made 
annually a new registration, instead of revisions of 
former lists; that Congress pass laws for the gov- 
ernment and conduct of the public schools in the 
Territory of Utali; that &s soon as the resuit of the 
eleventh census is Known, the Territory be redis. 
tricte for legislative purposes. The corniinission 
believes that thé limita ion Gn prosecutions for 
polygamy and bivamy should be extende:! and sen- 
tence of hatd labor should be added, ‘‘ that their 
confinement may uot be spentin idleness and giori- 
fication of their supposed martyrdom.” The com. 
mission has no doubt that punishment of the woman 
fer voluntarily entering ito the polygamous fel»- 
tion Would do muéh to lessen her zeal for the pecul- 
iat institution, and thus tend to remove ote of its 
strongest Dulwarks. 

in concluding the report, the commission says 
that Congress should take no backward or even 
wavering step in the 6nforcément of the laws 
against polygamy. ‘The teport is signed by G. I. 
Golfrey, Chairman; A. RK. Williauis, KR. 8. Robert- 
son, and Alvin Saunders.

A systematic effort to bring owners of 
property within the area above Central 
Park which is desired as a site for the 
World’s Fair to give their consent to its use 
for that purpose could hardly fail of success, 
it is so obviously to their advantage to have 
that location finally adopted. The impetus 
that would be given to the development of 
that section and to the compietion of the 
upper end of the Park would result in an 
enhancement in the value of the property 
in the next five years which would other- 
wise hardly be attained in twice that period. 
These property owners ought, from mere 
self-interest, to be eager to arrange for the 
use of their land on the most favorable 
terms, and there is at present no reason to 
suppose that their consent cannot be readily 
obtained. The action to be taken at 
once and pressed to a rapid conclusion, 
isthe bringing together of these property 
owners either in person or on paper and 
getting their co-operation in some equita- 
ble plan for the occupation of their land, 
That would solve the whole difficulty, not 
only with regard to a site but with regard 
to the other work which is held in abey- 
ance until the site question can be finally 
settled. The fate of the whole enterprise 
is virtually in the hands of the compara- 
tively small number of persons who own 
these lands and who have every reason not 
only to consent to their use for the fair but 
to exert themselves to have them used. In 
cases where owners prefer to sell, it would’ 
be a safe investment for interested persons 
to buy their property in order to surrender 
it to the committee on easy terms, its en- 
hanced value in the future being a ‘cer- 
tainty. 


The attention of those friends of civil

impossible to prove the bigamous or polyg- 
amous marriage. Probably because con- 
victions cannot be obtained under: the 
main charge but must be procured 
under a section relating to a minor 
offense, the Commissioners recommend 
that the penalty for this offense be 
increased. They also recommend that 
polygamists be forbidden to take public 
lands under the land laws, and that immi- 
grants who hold that “ their religion justi- 
fies polygamy” be excluded, just as immi- 
grant paupers, criminals, Chinese, and 
laborers under contract are now barred out. 


Advices by mail;from Japan confirm the 
telegraphic announcements of disasters by 
flood, but contradict to a large extent the 
reports of ravages by earthquake. The 
dispatches of July and August stated that 
the city of Kumamoto,in the island of 
Kiusiu, together with many villages in the 
neighborhood, had entirely disappeared, 
and the number of lives declared to be lost 
varied from 3,000 to 36,000. We now 
learn that only 239 houses were destroyed, 
causing the death of nineteen persons. But 
there was no exaggeration with respect to 
the inundations at Wakayama, in the 
Province of Kii. Not fewer than 10,000 of 
the inhabitants perished, and 30,000 desti- 
tute sufferers were at last accounts receiv- 
ing support from the authorities. The 
people of Japan are fortunate inthe system 
of Government relief by which provision 
is made against the prolonged consequences 
of great catastrophes. Constant watch is 
maintained by local officials especially 
designated for the duty, and after every 
mishap physicians are ordered to the spot, 
and supplies of food, clothing, and other 
necessaries are distributed, the process 
generally beginning within an hour of the 
occurrence. In extreme emergencies, the 
central administration contributes supple- 
mentary aid. The calamity at Wakayama 
was, however, so exceptionally destructive 
that popular movements were organized on 
an extensive scale for the benefit of the sur- 
viving victims, and funds were collected in 
such ameunt asto meet all the legitimate 
requirements of the distressed district. 


The printed accounts of the running 
aground of the Chicago as she attempted 
entering the navy yard channel have 
created the impression that the mishap was 
due to carelessness or negligence on the 
part of thosein charge. The facts of the 
case are that the ship arrived from New- 
port some two hours after the tide had be- 
gun to fall, and rather than anchor in the 
Wallabout over night it was deemed ad- 
visable to make the attempt to work the 
vessel into the dock in spite of its being 
very well known that a mud bank having 
two or three feet less water over it than 
the Chicago draws had to be passed over 
before she could get there. The Pensacola 
was in the deepest water. No tugs were 
employed, and nothing outside the ship’s 
own resources was called into use. The 
Chicago was hauled through the mud and 
secured in the berth originally selected for 
her, and far from reflecting on the profes- 
sienal capacity of those in charge it was 
a very creditable showing of their ability 
to overcome disagreeable obstacles. -The 
removal of the mud bank and the deepen- 
ing of the channel. by dredging are among 
the items for which an appropriation will 
be asked during the coming session of Con- 
gress. i 

New-Mexico and Idaho have at last, we 
believe, closed their Constitutional Con- 
ventions, which have been absorbing so 
much of their attention the past Summer, 
and Wyoming must be nearing the end. 
These Territories can hardly expect immedi- 
ate admission to Statehood, but they are 
probably wise in doing their ‘‘ first works” 
toward that end, as they give Congress an 
additional basis for action and shorten the 
process. During a quarter of a century 
preceding the present year, only three Ter- 
ritories—Nevadain 1864, Nebraska in 1867, 
and Colorado in 1876—were admitted as 
States, and the entrance of Nevada was no- 
toriously premature and a partisan out- 
rage. Since at the very last session of Con- 
gress four Territories were admitted, it is 
not likely that without a reasonable inter- 
val the Union of States will be called upon 
to assimilate three ‘more. There is little 
doubt that at least one Presidential 
election will go by without any further 
additions to the stars on the flag, and in the 
meantime a new national census will have 
furnished fuller means of judging of the 
population and resources of the remaining 
Territories and of their respective fitness 
to undertake the responsibilities of State- 
hood. But with a little patience they will 
all find entrance to the sisterhood of States. 


The Sultan of Zanzibar’s embassy, which 
has reached Berlin, is to congratulate 
Emperor WILLIAM on his accession to the 
throne. This suggests that news travels 
slowly to East Africa or else that in the 
etiquette of that region, as in some more 
pretentious circles, congratulations are 
always in order. Perhaps also until lately 
the dusky monarch may have found hard 
work in discovering why the new Kaiser’s 
accession should be a cause of congratula- 
tions from the Zanzibaris. Thanks to the 
Germans, he is in trouble with his subjects 
on the mainland, and the recent demands 
of Germany upon him have been perhaps 
greater even than those of Italy, Portugal, 
and England, leading to the transfer of ad- 
ministration on part of the const line to the 
German East African Company. Then came 
German bombardments and British block-

POLITICAL OUTLOOK IN THE STATE, 

There is no question that the convention 
which was held at Saratoga on Wednesday 
last was dominated by the influence of 
THomas C. PLatr, who stands distinctly 
for the spoils system and all the methods in 
politics which it involves. There is every 
probability that the convention to be held 
at Syracuse next week will be dominated 
by Gov. Hii, who stands for precisely 
similar methods. There was no sign of 
opposition to PLATT at Saratoga, and Hin. 
is likely to have equally smooth sailing at 
Syracuse. There is a semblance of harmony 
in both parties, but it is based largely on 
indifference, accompanied by only a mild 
form of discontent that sees no present 
opportunity or motive for asserting itself. 
“At Saratoga great care was taken to keep 
the surface of things s¢rene. Nobody was 
seeking nominations, and nobody was dis- 
posed to force nominations upon the con- 
vention, because it was felt that the candi- 
dates were not to be elected. The ticket 
was put together with a view to being un- 
objectionable and giving no occasion for 
disagreement. The platform was mild and 
not calculated to provoke controversy in 
the party. The whole business was the 
perfunctory performance of a party opera- 
tion that could not be wholly avoided. 


The real state of feeling in the Repub- 
lican Party is to be sought outside of the 
proceedings of the convention. It was evi- 
dent there that there is no enthusiasm. 
There is a considerable element in the party 
which is strongly inclined to reform in 
the civil service, which cannot feel satis- 
fied with the course of the National Ad- 
ministration, but it had no voice at Sara- 
toga. It can find small ground in the ac- 
tion of the convention for taking a lively 
interest in the canvass. There is another 
element, indifferent, perhaps, to reform, 
but far from satisfied with the course that 
has been pursued in regard to Federal ap- 
pointments in this State. It is made 
up, in some part at least, of 
the friends of ex-Senator MILLER, 
and it cannot be expected to work 
with much zeal for party success this year. 
A considerable portion of the party would 
be glad to see an aggressive attitude taken 
on the question of liquor legislation, but 
the milk-and-water platform shows that 
there is to be no contest in béhalf of greater 
restriction or of any detinite policy. The 
high license people can see little induce- 
ment for working for Republican success at 
the election this Fall. It would result in 
nothing for their satisfaction if it were to 
be attained, With all the show of har- 
mony and the absence of open discontent, 
itis plain that there is a widespread feel- 
ing of dissatisfaction and an utter lack of 
party zeal, which will result in an apa- 
thetic canvass and a light vote. 


This is a state of things which the Demo- 
crats might take advantage of under pro- 
gressive leadership and in a spirit of re- 
form. But they are in no position to do so 
under the lead of Gov. Hitz and with the 
state of feeling in the party which his con- 
duct has engendered. To expect a reform 
policy or progressive action of HILL’s con- 
vention would be absurd. Where the Re- 
publicans are indifferent or averse to reform 
tendencies the Hill Democrats are hostile 
to them. But the party is no more united 
in feeling under HILu’s leadership than are 
the Republicans under Piatr’s. There are 
many Democrats who distrust the Gov- 
ernor and disapprove of his course. There 
is a large element in the party who are in- 
different to its success in the State canvass 
this year and quite willing to see HIL1’s 
plans come to grief. There seems to be no 
comfort in either party for reformers or in- 
dependents, or even for those partisans who 
desire to see the better tendencies in their 
own party prevail. There is practically 
nothing to work for on either side that is 
calculated to awaken interest and beget 
effort. It promises to be a campaign of 
apathy and indifference, in which the slug- 
gish current of events will drift on to the 
November election without awakening 
much concern about the result. Each 
party isrun by a machine directed by a 
selfish and greedy boss, and the people-seem 
disposed to let them run without caring 
much about the outcome. 


THE TARIFF LEAGUE'S MISSION. 

A little more than two months ago the 
Protective Tariff League, through its organ, 
the Tariff League Bulletin, began to abuse our 
high-tariff neighbor the, Tribune, because 
thé latter had spoken sharply of the Sugar 
Trust. The League’s organ argued that 
such a combination was “not only legiti- 
mate, but for the advantage of the commu- 
nity,” and declared that the Tribune’s 
remarks were “ more like the mischievous 
harangues of an irresponsible demagogue 
than the thoughtful, well-considered reflec- 
tions of an intelligent, sober, metropolitan 
editor.” 

To the Tribune this was both advice and 
warning. The Protective Tariff League 
was displeased. It desired to impress a 
knowledge of its displeasure upon the mind 
of our neighbor, and at the same time to 
subject our neighbor to discipline. The ad- 
monition was not forgotten. The latest 
issue of the Tarif’ League. Bulletin (also 
called the American Economist) proclaims at 
the beginning of its leading article that the 
Tribune has seen the error of its ways. 
Here are the words: 

“Certain opinions expressed and maintained 
by the Economist concerning industrial combi- 
nation have been seriously criticised by friends 
as well as enemies, Convinced, as we were, 
that these opinions were right and should pre- 
vail, we have been content to let them work 
their own way. Day after day we have seen 
our opponents swing round to our position, and, 
even the New-York Tribune, which reproached 
us for our attitude, now states our views in a 


leading editorial as if they were itsown. They 


are now, in fact, its own.” 


The editorial article to which the Tarif. 





Longe Bulletin rofers is one in which. it is | 


asserted that the power of a Trust “comes 
from the same virtue which lays the foun- 
dation of all property, and therefore of all 
civilization, namely, from _ self-denial”; 
that in making a Trust a manufacturer “ in- 
trusts his power to another; that an inter- 
est common to him and to others may be 
_served more wisely for all’; that combina- 
tions reduce the cost of production and the 
public gets ‘‘a share of the savings,” and 
that a Trust “can be managed in entire 
harmony with the public welfare.” We are 
now prepared to see our neighbor openly 
and vigorously supporting the Trusts and 
other combinations, forgetting its frequent- 
ly-repeated assertion that “‘ combinations to 
prevent competition are radically hostile to, 
and are destined to defeat the very object 
of, the protective system.” 

The Protective Tariff League should now 
exercise its power on the ,Bulletin of the 
American Iron and Steel Association, which 
said four or five weeks ago: 


“The newspaper Which undertakes to make 
light of their (‘Trusts and other combinations’) 
evil tendencies or to defend their methods is 
therefore a public enemy, and it falls under the 
very natural suspicion of having been paid to 
advance the interests of monopolists. More 
particularly is that newspaper to be suspected 
which advocates protection to home industry in 
one column and in another defends Trusts. The 
protective policy is absolutely at war with all 
Trusts, since the very aim and essence of pro- 
tection is the encouragement of competition 
that prices may be reduced; whereas, the 
object of Trusts is to restrict competition and 
to artificially and arbitrarily advance prices.” 

And perhaps the Tariff League will be 
able to give a word: of advice to the Manu- 
facturer, an organ of the Pennsylvania pro- 
tectionists, which said on the 2d inst.: 

“One ‘Trust,’ organized to use the tariff to 
extort money from the people, will do more 
harm in a week to the cause of protection to 
American industry than the Cobden Club with 
its literature can do in a year. lt is clear 
‘enough to the men who have to fight the pro- 
tectionist battle upon paper and upon the plat- 
form that the multiplication of Trusts and 
combinations will bring them to confusion and 
discom/yiture unless the process be discontinued.” 


We give these papers fair warning that 
the Protective Tariff League will require 
them not only to accept its opinions con- 
cerning Trusts, but also to follow it into 
the outer darkness of State Socialism, for 
they may find in the same editorial article 
that rejoices over the conversion of the 
Tribune these words: “This great and 
almost silent revolution [the growth of 
combinations] spreading over the whole 
civilized world, is a vast stride toward the 
subordination of industries to the control 
of the people. Look at it as we may, itis 
the most remarkable phenomenon of our 
time, and opens the way to the realization of 
those social changes which are described in 
‘Looking Backward.’” But these changes 
would involve the control and operation of 
allindustries by the Government. Where 
isthe American Protective Tariff League 
wandering ? 


THE TWO NEW CRUISERS. 


The official orders to the commandants of 
the New-York and Norfolk Navy Yards to 
begin work on the two 3,000-ton cruisers 
must remove any lingering doubt as to 
whether the Government would undertake 
their construction. Secretary WHITNEY, 
in a similar but not identical instance of 
no bids being offered within the maximum 
price, that of the Newark, applied to Con- 
gress for a larger appropriation and got it. 
Then he readvertised for bids, and the suc- 
cessful one came well within the margin. 
It is a coincidence, by the way, that the 
original limit of cost for the Newark was 
$1,100,000, the same as for each of the new 
3,000-ton cruisers. The only bid for the 
latter was $1,225,000, while the successful 
bid for the Newark, when the limit had been 
increased to $1,300,000, was $1,248,000. 
The Newark, however, is a much larger ves- 
sel, having over one-third more displace- 
ment; on the other hand, she was not then 
generally expected to reach the nineteen 
knots which were to have been guaranteed 
for the new cruisers. 


The questien involved is a complex one. 
The wisest policy in general is to have new 
construction done in private yards. ‘ This is 
necessary, first of all, in order to establish 
resources on which the Government can 
callin time of need. Only by liberal as- 
surances can private establishments usually 
be tempted to go into Government work. 
One of the best features of Mr. WHITNEY’S 
administration was the extent to which— 
not only for ships but for armor and guns— 
private enterprise and skill were brought 
into the service of the Government, while 
competition in bidding was the security 
against extortionate prices. Only less 
worthy of consideration is the fact that 
navy yard work is traditionally looked 
upon as political spoils; and even where of- 
ficers of the navy are governed strictly by 
professional considerations, the increase of 
work itself often becomes practically the 
furnishing of so much political patronage. 
As to the question of economy, there 
is little doubt that it is on the side of pri- 
vate construction. There is no real limit 
of cost in the case of the Government-built 
vessel, a deficiency appropriation being the 
remedy for all mistakes and shortcomings. 
The Government is also subjected to rigid 
rules as to hours and to day’s work, It has 
been suggested that the Government can 
save, not only the builders’ profit, but pre- 
miums for extra speed. This last would be 
@ poor economy, because the extra efficiency 
gained by increased horse power or higher 
speed through the voluntary action of the 
contractors in making costlier machinery is 
well worth all the additional expense of 
premiums. Besides, the possibility of earn- 
ing these latter is always an element in 
lowering the bids for the contract, and thus 
one consideration balances the other. 

Yet it must be kept in mind that the Gov- 
ernment yards are expected to do some 
construction. They necessarily must be | 
fitted up to make extensive repairs on 
armored and unarmored vessels, and an. 
extension of the plants for this purpose | 
enables them to construct new vessels. 
Secretary WHITNEY fully belieyed in this 
policy, and as the result of his efforts three 
fine yards, those of Brooklyn, Norfolk, and 
Mare Islend, are to-day furnished with 
shipbuilding appliances, and the two 
former are actually constructing the armor- 
clads Maine and Texas, besides completing 
some of the double-turret monitors, It is 





is able to-day to build the new 3,000-ton 
cruisers in those yards. And while one 
purpose was to increase the shipbuilding 
resources of the country, public as well as 
private, another undoubtedly was to pre- 
vent combinations among private con- 
tractors which would hold the Gevernment 
at their mercy. For this very reason, also, 
Mr. WHITNEY was accustomed to having 
authority given by act of Congress to build 
in Government yards vessels on which the 
bidding appeared to be excessive in price; 
and, in fact, it is under one such clause 
in a@ bill passed last year that Secretary 
TRacCY is now acting. Whether the bidding 
aould justly be called excessive in the case 
of the five rapid-fire cruisersit is for the 
experts to determine. The one bid for the 
two 3,000-ton vessels exceeded by the large 
sum of $207,500 the bid for the Charleston, 
which is of 7380 tons more displacement, 
but the speed demanded was a kftot higher 
than that which was expected of the 
Charleston, and a fraction of a knot higher 
than the ayerage which she actually 
secured. But this point can hardly be dis- 
cussed with fulk knowledge until the pres- 
ent experiments in the éonstruction of un- 
armored steel vessels by the Government 
have been made and the cost determined. 
On some accounts these very experiments 
may be of value for the future however 
they turn out, and of course contracts will 
have to be made with private firms in any 
event for the construction of machinery 
and soon. Meanwhile the calls upon the 
Fifty-first Congress for new vessels will be 
likely te give private builders about as 
much as they can do for the present. 


ADIRONDACK GAME AND FOREST 
s LAWS. 


Returning Adirondack tourists and hunt- 
ers are agreed that, in some respects at 
least, the efforts of the State to maintain 
the attraction of her great sanatorium in 
the northern counties were not put forth 
too late. As far asthe preservation of deer 
is concerned, the game laws have been 
highly successful. It is conceded on all 
hands that there are more deer now to be 
found in the Adirondacks than ten years 
ago; some old guides and residents even 
assert that there are more than there were 
fifty yearsago. And it ismainly to a single 
provision of the complicated laws referring 
to the hunting and killing of deer that this 
fortunate result isdue. Deer are still killed 
out of season. Few of the hotels did not 
serve their guests with ‘‘roast mountain 
lamb” before the 15th of August—a dish 
which the waitress names with suggestive 
smiles, and which the knowing guest ac- 
cepts with responsive grin. The guide is 
not often to be encountered who will refuse 
to take out a sportsman to kill a deer before 
the law allows it, or even to risk putting 
out his dogs before the longed-for 1st of 
September. So, too, if you ask a guide 
whether the natives ever kill deer after 
Nov. 1, he will either put you off 
with a joke about the Game Warden or 
will shyly confess that he has known a deer 
to ‘‘run against a knot-hole” after the 
forbidden date. 

None of these or the other provisions of 
the law have been a tithe as effective as 
the single prohibition of the shipment of 
deer out of the woods. No railroad or ex- 
press company can accept a carcass for ship- 
ping unless accompanied by its owner, and 
even in such case can take no more than 
one carcass for a single person. This has 
completely stopped the slaughter of deer 
for the market. It used to be a common 
sight, in the Fall and Winter, to see wagon- 
loads of deer destined for New-York. Now 
the business is entirely killed. There is no 
doubt, either, that the efforts of the State 
to save the deer have had the effect of 
making hunters more reasonable. They 
will seldom kill now just for the sport of 
shooting. They have regard to the state of 
their larder and to the possibility of dis- 
posing of their game in camp or hotel; and 
many a deer owes his life to the fact that 
the raised rifle is lowered at the hint of the 
guide that the “‘ meat” will simply spoil. 

It is perhaps too soon to judge of the effect 
of the laws for the preservation of the 
forests. Itseems clear that the disastrous 
forest fires of other years have been sensi- 
bly checked. That alone would be worth 
striving for, since it would be a pity beyond 
all words if more large districts were des- 
tined to be turned into such dismal spec- 
tacles as the “Burnt Ground,” or if the 
hope of other “lumbered” forests growing 
up again were to be consumed in flame, 
leaving nothing but ajungle of laurel and 
scrub oak behind. But the lumber com- 
panies and the railroads still keep on their 
devastating course, as has been shown with 
fullness and detail in the Adirondack cor- 
respondence of THE Times. The Northern 
Adirondack Railroad is pushing on its line 
forty miles southwest of PauL SMITH’s, and 
the logs and bark are piled up to await the 
coming of the locomotive. The old project 

of extending the Adirondack Road across 
Long Lake, so as to meet the Northern line, 
is soon to be revived and carried through, 
so itis said. This would be deplored by all 
lovers of the Adirondacks, not alone for the 
sure result of driving away the deer from 
the sound of the whistle of an engine, but 
for the great destruction of forests certain 
to follow. Boundary lines and land titles 
are greatly confused in many parts of 
the whole region, we know, but itis a great 
pity that the State cannot tind out promptly 
what lands are public, and take vigorous 
steps to secure them against the civilized 
marauders whose axe and saw are lifted 


up against them.

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ARRIVAL OF THE DOLPHIN. 


The cruise around the world of the United 
States dispatoh steamer Dolphin ended yester- 
Gay afternoon. <A-little after the noon hour the 
famous little vessel was observed coming up 
through the Narrows. When she left here her 
hull was black. Since then it has been painted 
white, the regulation navy color. 

The cruise of the {Dolphin began two years 
®go this coming Winter, the vessel at that time 
being attached to the North Atlantic Squadron, 
It wae while she was in the West Indies that 
orders were suddenly furnished her to proceed 
round Cape Horn to San Francisco. Tosay that 
the Dolphin’s officers were surprised puts it

bout that time it was rumored that the six- 
inch breech-loading rifle on the forecastle could 
not be fired without endangering the vessel’s 
structure, and furthermore it was said that the 
engines could not be run full speea because of 
excessive vibrations resulting. All of this is 
now emphatically denied. At San Francisco 
the Dolphin received final instructions to pro- 
ceed to New-York by way of China, the Suez 
Canal, and Gibraltar Btraits. The cruiser 
started late last Fall, and ran first to Honolulu. 
Next she went to Yokohama and Kobé, in 
Japan. Then followed the passage to the China 
coast, the visits to Shanghai and Hong-Kong. 
The Dolphin did not stop long m any one port. 
She pushed through the China Sea, made the 
Malacca Straits, touched at Singapore, ran 
through the Bay of Bengal, visited Calombo, 
Ceylon, and from thence across the Arabian 
Sea to the Straits ot Bab-el-Mandeb. Aden was 
next visited, and after the passage or the Red 
Sea Suez followed, and the little cruiser visited 
Port Said and Alexandria. The shores of Italy 
came in for a share of attention, and finally 
Gibraltar. On. leaving Gibraltar the Dolphin 
headed to the northwest, in obedience to in- 
structions, to join the Enterprise, and in com- 
pany with her cruise in Irish waters. 

The ——. joined the Enterprise at Plym- 
outh, England, but the latter vessel received 
orders to proceed alone, while the Dolphin was 
instructed to be in the United States by Oct. 1. 

oughout her whole voyage the Dolphin 
proved herself a most seaworthy craft, and, 
furthermore, a comfortable one. Her machin- 
ery worked to perfection, and, judging from the 
remarks of officers and men, all hands are 
proud of “the first vessel of’ the new navy.” 

As soon as the Boston is out of dry dock the 
Dolphin will in all likelihood be put in, but as 
yet nothing definite is known of the depart- 
ment’e intentions with regard to the vessel.

A LONG TRIP FOR MACKEREL. 


Woon’s HOLL, Mass., Sept. 27.—An entirely 
new departure in the mackerel fishery is being 
made on Cape Cod this Fall, and if the venture 
proves successful (and old fishermen say there 
is no reason why it should not) it will complete- 
ly revolutionize that business. 

The large mackerel fishing schooner Alice, 
Capt. J. A. Chase, 1s fitting out at the Union 
Fish Company’s wharves in Provincetown for a 
trip to the Cape of Good Hope after mackerel. 
Her voyage, which will occupy six months, will 
be a venture that will be watched by thousands 
of fishermen all along the Northern Atlantic 
coast, and if she makes a good trip Cape Cod 
women hid fair to be left alone in the Winter as 
well as in the Summer hereafter, for the mack- 
erel fleets, after fishing on the North Atlantic 
coast during the warm months, will spend the 


Winter in African waters. A new source of 
wealth will thus be opened to the fishermen 
who will be unabled to pursue their vocation in 
comfortable climates the year round. 

For many years old vincetown sailors 
have contended that mackerel “struck on” at 
the Cape of Good Hope about Dec. 1 in large 
quantities. Some suppose that they are the 
same fish that pass up and down the American 
Atlantic coast in Summer, but this remains to 
be proved. At pooner’ the disappearance of the 
American mackerel during the cold months is, 
as it has always been, a complete mystery. 

For some time a correspondence relative to 
the Cape of Good Hope mackerel has been car- 
ried on between Cape Cod and Cape Town, and 
the latest advices from Africa strengthen the 
conviction that mackerel can be taken there in 
large quantities. The schools there are much 
larger than here, and the fish are not so _ wild. 
They strike around the Cape about Dee. 1, and 
are fine in quality Mke the Spring fish caught on 
the New-England coast. They fatten up as the 
season advances, however, like the American 
mackerel. They have been seen in such im- 
mense schools that a vessel might be filled from 
them in three days. 

Capt. Chase will sail for Cape Town next 
Tuesday. The Alice is a sturdy Bath-built 
schooner of eighty-five tons registered, and has 
been thoroughly overhauled for this trip. She 
will carry two fine linen seines and two long 
boats lashed bottom up ondeck. Her ballast 
wil) consist of salt and other necessary articles 
to carry on the fishery. She will carry a crew 
of seven men, all experienced mackerel catch- 
ers, and the men necessary to handle the boats 
will be hired at Cape Town. 

The Captain’s idea of tne fishery is to reach 
the African coast about Dec. 1 and study up 
the fishery until the fish are in condition to 
make No. 1s or No. 28, and then load up and 
come home. The Alice will stow 800 barrels. 








GEN. HOWARDS HOT WORDS. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 27.—It was 2 o’clock this 
morning when the members of the Army of 
the Tennessee reluctantly left the dining hall 
of the Burnet House at the close of the most 
enjoyable meeting ever held by the society. 
Gen. O. O. Howard, who was the last regular 
speaker, had roused them to a high pitch of en- 
thusiasm by his peroration. He spoke to the 
toast, “‘ Atlanta is Ours and Fairly Won,” and 
in closing said: 

“ The cry ‘ Atlantais ours,’ made us seé with 
brighter visions our sweet homes, and we 
looked with lively hopes for a speedy return, 
and all the force of the inspiring sentiment 
rings in the ears of the surviving veterans of 
to-day. So they say to our Governors, our 
guardians, Atlanta is ours, do not let it be 


again lost to us, lost to the country, lost to 
liberty. To burn there a pure, noble, one- 
armed comrade in effigy is not a good deed, not 
a good sign. It does not lessen the lawless offense 
that he is an officer of the United States simply 
doing his duty.

STANDARD OIL PIERS.

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 27.—The Standard Oil 
Company has made application to the Commis- 

oner of the Land Office, under Chapter 556 of 
the Laws of 1889, being “An act to establish 
and settle a bulkhead and pier line along the 
East River at Long Island City and Ravens- 
wood, in the port of New-York,” for a grant in 
perpetuity of lands under water on the East 
River in front of the lands now owned by them 
at Long Island City, for commercial purposes. 
The land asked for contains 359,750 square feet 
in the First Ward, covering the whole water 
front from Eighth-street to Nott-avenue and 


poceeryr | outinto the East River at Eighth- 
street 403 feet and@ at Nott-avenue 326 feet, 
and will be used for dockage purposes. 

In 1853 the water grant was optained by 
Messrs. Crane and Ely, owners of alarge tract 
along the East River, including landnow owned 
by the Standard Of] Company. The present 
pier line was established in 1857 within the 
Crane and Ely grant. The pier line established 
last Winter is also within that grant, except a 
tri ular strip of land at Eighth-street, Clark 
and Sanborn, the Standard Oil attorneys, in 
their application to the Land Board, say the 
lands applied for are necessary to promote the 
commerce of the State of New-York and that 
the rights of owners of lands fronting upon the 
canal would not be encroached upon. Corpora- 
tion Counsel Clark of New-York has flied the 
following remonstrance with the Land Board 
against granting the application: 

‘*By direction of the Mayor and Board of Health 
of New-York, I desire to appear before your com- 
mission on behalf of the city and be heard in the 
matter of the annexed application of the Standard 
Oil Company. It may be that I shall desire to offer 
testimony in regard to the same. I ask, therefore, 
that such opportunity be given me before action is 
taken in the premises.” 

The application and remonasatrance were 
brought before the Land Board and were re- 
ferred to Attorney General Tabor and State 
Engineer Bogart as a committee to hear the 
parties interested. The next regular mesting 
of the Land Board is appointed for Oct. 3L 





COURT OF APPEALS OASES. 
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ALBANY, Sept. 27.—The preparation of the 
new calendar for the Court of Appeals is well 
under way, and willbe ready for delivery by 
Friday cf next week. Then a copy of it will be 
sent to every attorney of record. It will con- 
tain 820 cases, three-fifths of, which arise in 
the First and Second Departments. The old 
calendar, which was made up June 4, 1888, 
stil! contains 600 of the more than 1,300 causes. 
When originally prepared the numbers ran up 
to 1,250, but as time rolled on additional num- 


bers were added. The causes on the old calen- 
dar, which have been turned over to the Second 
Division, with those on the new calendar, make 
a total of 1,420 causes to be heard by the dual 
Courts of Appeals, and establish the fact that 
the Second Division will continue for years, if 
not pé nently.

Those who were found 
giadly affixed their names to an indorsement of 
the course of the Committes on Site, thereby 
indicating their willingness to do whatever 
might seem to be right toward furthering the 
com mittee’s purpose. 

Simultaneously with this canvass another 
was started among business men down town, 
and quite early in the day several blank pages 
were filled with the names of men prominent 


in financial and commercial lines, who took 
this way to signify their approval of what the 
Site Committee had .done. It was appareat 
from the result of the canvass re property 
owners that this work must necessarily be long, 
unless some way can be devised to bring prop- 
erty owners together to express themselves as 
@ body, of unless they may be induced by invi- 
tation fram the Committee on Site to address 
the comwittee, indicating what they may be 
willing to do. So far as the single canvasser 
who attempted to see property owners could 
progress, he said that he felt confident that 
there would be little trouble in getting consents 
from owners to lease their property to the city 
or to a fair corporation, provided the rapersy 
tuus ceded might not in any way be a charge 
upon the owners during the term of its occu- 
paucy by the lessees. 

In one or two instances owners have ex- 
pressed a preference to sell. But this has hap- 

ened only in cases in which improvements 

ave been put upon property and large outluys 
of money have been made in this wer. In view 
of the probability that buildings érected for 
dwelling purposes would have to come down if 
the land were taken for the fair, owners feel 
that the best thing they can do would be to sell 
outright and thus avoid all risk of subsequent 
dispute about the use to which the property 
may be put. : 

The largest individual owner of property 
within the belt immediately north of Central 
Park_is Miss Mary Jane Pinckney, who owns 
the Pelo Grounds. This property is bounded 
by Fifth and Sixth avenues, and extends from 
One Hundred and Tenth-street to One Hundred 
and Twelfth-street. It has never been in the 
market forsale. Numerous inquiries have been 
made about it in the past years, but the in- 
variable answer has deen that the property 
would not be sold under any circumstances. 
Tha idea in holding it is that it will some ee | 
become exceedingly valuable, and that it 
much better be reserved to the Pinckuey estate 
than to be subdivided among a large number of 
owners. In view of the frequent opportunity 
that Miss Pinckney has had to sell the property, 
her friends regard as absurd the insinuation 
that possibly she may be interested in the pro- 

osed site because she has land which she would 
ike to seli to the city. Her attorney, Mr. Jonu 
C. Shaw, declared yesterday most emphatically 
that, so far from desiring to sell any of her land 
to the city, Miss Pinckney would resist to the 
last any attempt to have it taken from her. 

The insinuation that property owners wish to 
dispose of their holdings to the city is further 
repelled by the fact as shown in the records 
that che entire belt north of the Park is held by 
so few owners that the individual possessions 
average more than ten lots perowner. With 

roperty well worth an average of $10, per 
ot, 1t will be readily seen that the people who 
have chosen to make investments in that sec- 
tion of the city must*be fully able to carry 
without trouble all of their holdings in real 
estate. Property owners of course expect that 
values will be immensely improved in that sec- 
tion if the fair shall be held there. They mean 
to reap the full advantage of any such advance. 
At the same time it is a fact easily demon- 
strated that a site better adapted at present to 
the needs of a fair could not have been chosen 
within the city limits. 

Everything has been done to that neighbor- 
hood in the way of improvement except to 
cover it with houses. The streets are all in 
fine dondition; the grades are as perfect as in 
any other part of the city over an equal area. 
Provision for sewerage alone in that sec- 
tion cost the owners of property there up- 
ward of $1,000,000, If the fair were to be 
located there it would be upon land thoroughly 
Grained. Absolute prevention has been pro- 
vided up to the limit ot sanitary skill against 
the outbreak of disease in that part of the city, 
such as unfortunately attended the centenuilal 
celebration at Philadelphia, 

The great outlet sewer which empties into 
the Harlem River drains through its branches 
the territory north of One Hundrea and: Tenth- 
street and east of Eighth-avenue. There are 
double lines of sewers on Sixth; Seventh, and 
St. Nicholas avenues. There is also a system 
of sewers draining this section into the North 
River. All of these facts in regard to drainage 
and also an array of factsin regard to accessi- 
bility were presented to the committee by Mn 
Shaw before the site was selected. All that he 
had to submit, however, was said without re- 
iy to his relations to the Pinckney estate, 

ut rather because of hia personal interest in 
the fair project. Without having consulted 
his client in this immediate matter, he said he 
felt certain that nearly every property owner 
would consider it a good investment to let the 
fair managers or the city have the use of the 
land for the taxes during the period of use. 
At the end of that period land will have become 
enormously valuable as the result of an im- 
proved neighborhoed and better means of ac- 
cess, and the upper end of the Park wil) have 
been the gainer, without a dollar of outlay by 
the city, of handsome and substantial parma- 
nent borticultural and art buildings. 

Mr. Joseph Pulitzer of the New-York World 
has offered to become one of twenty-tive persons 
to subsoribe $100,000 each for an immediate 
Worid’s Fair guarantee fund of $2,500,000, 
which will convey to the country an assurance 
that New-York City is in earnest. ...

OLD GUARD CHANGES 


a 
SOME PROPOSED INNOVATIONS WHICH 
_ ARE FAVORABLY RECEIVED. 


Forty members of the Old Guard were assem- 
bled at their armory last night to discuss their 
proposed new constitution. 

The Old Guard was formed in 1868 of the 
“Light Guard” and “City Guarda.” It is com- 
posed exclusively of veterans, and is limited in 
its membership to 250. The legislative act of 
1873 recognized its independence, but the pro- 
posed constitution makes for it an administra- 
tion similar to that of the militia. 

It provides as to membership that “‘ Any per- 
son, not less than thirty-five years of age, duly 


aualified by military service as required by the 
charter, is eligible to membership.” The limit 
of age is now forty years. 

The new constitution cails the Executive 
Committee a Board of Oflicers. It imposes a 
fine of $5 upon members absent from parade 
without permission of the commandant. There 
is @ paragraph in it that ought to be superfiu- 
ous. It is entitled ‘“‘ Esprit du corps” instead 
of *“ Esprit de corps.” . 

Among new officers created is a Judge Advo- 
eate. The Armory, Visiting, Music, and Uni- 
form Committees are to be appointed by the 
commandant. The candidates for military of- 
tice are to be subject to examination before a 
Board of Examiners, appointed by the com- 
mandant forone year, and those elected who 
do not pass examination are to be withdrawn. 
Other provisions are as follows: 

“Captains of companies may in their discretion 
order frequent meetings of their companies for drill. 

“The commandant shall order four drills of the 
officers and non-commissioned officers in each year, 
viz., two previous to the Apriland two previous to 
the November parades, and at such other times as 
he may deem desirable. 

“ For all purposes of parade ana drill members of 
the battalion shall be assigned by the commandant 
into two or more companies, which companies shail 
be designated by the letters A, B,anasooh. Ad- 
ditional companies shall be added whenever, owing 
to increase in membership, the commandant deems 
it advisable so to do. 

“The Paymaster shall be Treasurer. The Aide 
de Camp shall be Secretary.” 

The meeting, which was largely attended, 
passed off with more calmness and concord 
than anybody could have fancied possible. The 
new constitution is to change the Old Guarda 
radically from an organization more civil than 
military, with a limited membership, to an or- 
ganization more military than civil, and un- 
limited as to numbers. Yet there was little 
opposition to the change. It will take some 
time, however, before the new constitution can 
be put to the vote of the members at a regular 
meeting. 

A proposed enlistment of associate members

BROOKLYN REPUBLICANS. 


BOTHERED BY A CONSTITUTION—TAYLOR 
INDORSED FOR POSTMASTER. 


The Executive Committee of the Kings County 
Republican General Committee met last night 
at the Montague-street headquarters to fix 
upon dates for the coming City, County, Sena- 
torial, and Assembly Conventions, but ad- 
journed without doing so. The committee- 
men found a section of the constitution which 


promised to bother them. It provides that all 
conventions shall be held before the second day 
of registration. This day comes this year on 
Oct. 8, a week from next Tuesday. To have the 
rimaries and all the conventions before tha‘ 
ime would be a difficult thing, and would, be- 
sides, make a local campaign of a month’s dura- 
tion. This is regarded as too iong. 
t was finally decided to call a special meet- 
ing of the General Committee for next Tuesday 
and have this section of the constitution sus- 


ended. 

& The Nichols-Wallace faction in the Twentieth 
Ward fought hard for this proposition in order 
to gain as much time as possible before the 
next primary. They hope to reverse the vote 
by which the Beard-Benedict people won a 
week ago, and to elect their own delegates to 
the approaching conventions. 

The committee last night indorsed the candi- 
dacy of William J. Taylor for Postmaster. Mr. 
Taylor is one of Col. Andrew D. Baird’s tollowers, 
and the Colonel is supposed to be backing him. 
’ This indorsement is regarded asa death blow to 
the aspirations of James 8, Case, the Seoretary 
of the Young Republican Club. Mr. Case’s 
weakness was shown when his relatives began 
to several months ago. Through them, 
stories in which Mr. Case accused William H. 
Williams, the ex-President of the Young Repub- 
lican Club, as well as several other gentlemen, 
of treachery, were put in circulation, and it 
soon aroused considerable opposition to Mr. 
Case. A prominent politician said last night 
that Mr. Case would have had no opposition 
if it had not been for this loquacity on the part 
of his family. 

The men who are managing affairs in Brook- 
lyn say that Postmaster Hendrix is to ko out of 
office on Oct. 1. He has been elected President 
of a new trust company which is to begin busi- 
ness on that day, but he steadily refuses to say 
whether he will at that time send his resizgna- 
tion to President Harrison or not, He has not 
forwarded it so far, and says that it has not 
been requested. 








THE THIRD-AVENUE OABLE. 


DISCUSSED BEFORE THE STATE RAIL- 
ROAD COMMISSION YESTERDAY. 


The decision of the Railroad Commissioners 
allowing the Third-Avenue Surface Railway 
Company to use a cable as a motive power at- 
tracted widespread interest yesterday. The 
decision has not as yet been formally an- 
nounced, nor is it likely to be for a few days. 
The Commissioners met here yesterday in the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce, and after 
adjournment Commissioner Rogers said that 
the decision on the question would be sent out 
from Albany. 

The representatives of the Third-Avenue and 
Second-Avenue Railroad Companies were be- 
fore the Commissioners yesterday straighten- 
ing out a difference of opinion about the track 
that is used in common by both companies on 
Chatham-streetand the Bowery, between Grand 
and Pearl streets. President Lyon of the Third- 
avenue line and President Hart of the Second- 
avenue line, as well as Edward Lauterbach, 
counsel for the Third-Avenue Company, and 
Gen. James M. Varnum, the counsel of the Sec- 
ond-Avenue Company, were at the hearing. 
The Second-Avenue people wanted the permis- 
siou to use the cable so granted to the Third 
Aveuue Company that the rignts of the Second- 
Avenue Company over that portion of the track 
mentioned should not be interfered with. 
The Commissioners suggested that the two 
companies come to a mutual understanding on 
that puint. A long consultation was held, re- 
sulting in the production of a proposed addition 
to the decision which provides that the Sevond- 
Av: nue Company's rights shall not be interfered 
with, that the conduit of the Third-Avenue Com- 
puny can be used by the Second-Avenue Com- 
rod for a cable, or that the cable of the Third- 

venue Company can be ‘used 4 the Second- 
Avenue upon payment of half the expense of 
maintenance, 

These and other points that might be bones of 
contention in the future were covered by the 
document which was submitted to the Com- 
‘missioners with the understanding that it was 
satisfactory to both companies.

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HAYTI QUIET ONOE MORK. 


WAITING FOR THE MEETING OF THE 
ELECTORAL BOARD. 


PoRT aU PRINCE, Hayti, Sept. 20.—The elec- 
tion of Presidential Electors in Hayti has taken 
place, resulting, as every one anticipated, in the 
choice of a body of delegates favorably to Hip- 
polyte, and it is on all sides apparent that the 
ability be has exercised so well in the field has 
given him an assured position in the affairs of 
State. Gen, E¢mund Paul, who was banished 
to Jamaica by Saloman, together with Légitime 
and Manigat, was spoken of as a candidate for 
the Presidency by the Légitime faction, but a 
compromise was effected by Hippolyte offering 
him a position in his Cabinet, and his name was 
withdrawn. 

The Electors will meet Sept. 24, at Gonaives. 
But before officially announcing Hippolyte as 
President, a revision of the Constitution will be 
made by this body, whose duty of choosing a 
Chief Magistrate is supplemented by the power 


of amending the Constitution in any of its de- 
tails. While thus engaged this body is known as 
the House of Constituents. Itis reported that 
this House will make some important changes, 
and contemplates relinquishing many of the 
ancient traditions of the republic, notably the 
absurd law which prohibits a foreigner from 
holding any civil position in Hayti, such as a 
clerkship, &¢., without express sanction of the 
President, and then subject to an evormous tax. 
Under the same law foreigners can beimprisoned 
for debt, but there is no legal process by which 
a@ native can be deprived of his liberty for the 
same offense. The times, it must be confessed, 
are hardly ripe for any important concessions 
to foreigners, and not much faith attaches to 
the report that any will be made. One act 
spoken of as certain is that the Presidential 
term will be reduced from seven to four years, 
and possibly there will be a reduction of export 
duties. Hayti’s chief export is coffee, and on 
this article is levied a duty of $3 
pounds. By way of comparison it may be meén- 
tioned that the duty in Porto Kico for the like 
amount is 25 cents. 

The Provisional Government, which controls 
affairs until the regular Government is estab- 
lished, has no legal status and lays claim to 
none, and for this reason it refuses to touch 
or commit itself in any official statement con- 
cerning the question of tinance, which has lately. 
bevome one of supreme- importance. Many of 
eg te hag supporters urge a repudiation of 
all debts and money issued by Légitime, while 
the late followers of that personage, being the 
ones chiefly interested, ask that it redeemed 
at its face value. Prominent merchants in the 
North, who profess to know, assert that it will 
be redeemed at the market value it had at the 
time Hippolyte occupied Port au Prince. This 
money now circulates at one-half its face value. 
The Provisional Government is very careful to 
avoid giving offense to its enemies, and for this 
and the foregoing stated reason it still recog- 
nizes as in foree the decree of siege established 
against Port au Prince by a legal Government. 

The active sympathy manifested. by the 
French Minister, the Count de Sesmaisons, for 
the Légitime faction, seems to have met the 
disapproval of his Government, as he has been 
recalled. He will leave here for New-York to- 
“. taking passage on a Dutch steamer. 

he United States yeni § Galena, bearing 
the pennant of Rear Admiral Gherardi, arrived 
in the harbor Sept. 18. The Admiral will re- 
main until after the inauguration of the incom- 
ing administration, which will take place Oct. 
10. Should there be ho further need ot his 
presence, or of a protecting naval force, he will 
proceed north in his flagship. 

At this writing everything is quiet and there 
seems no apprehension that anything will oc- 
cur to cause disturbance. The people of the 
South chafe somewhat over the ascendency of 
the North, but there is no fear of an outbreak. 
Hippolyte hasin Port au Prince and its en- 
virons an army of 16,000 men. In the many 
conflicts between the two sections, this is the 
first time that the North has been victorious. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The Secretary of the 
Navy decided this afternoon to revoke the 
orders commanding the Ossipee to convey Min- 


ister Douglass from Norfolk to Hayti, it having 
been represented to him that the Ossipee’s 
boilers were not in condition to make the sea 
trip. He then ordered the commandant of the 
Kearsarge, now at New-York, to prepare his 
ship to perform this service. Sheis aboutready 
and will probably sail from New-York, where 
Mr. Douglass will go by rail Monday.

10 IDENTIFY DESERIERS. 


THREE SYSTEMS DISCUSSED BY MAJOR 
CHARLES R. GREENLEAF, 


Major Charles R. Greenleaf, Surgeon of the 
United States Army, read a paper entitled “ Per- 
sonal Identity as a Means of Recognizing De- 
serters’”’ before the Military Service Institution 
on Governor’s Island yesterday afternoon. In 
the absence of Gen. Howard Gen. James B, Fry 
presided.

Major Greenleaf said the one blot on the his- 
tory of the United States Army was the. fre- 
quency of desertions. He believed the desert- 
ers were largely “repeaters,” and it was 
important to identify them. The question was, 
Could it be done and how? 

Three means are known for accomplishing 
this purpose. First, by photographs; second, 
by measurements of the unchangeable anatom- 
ical parts, and third, by permanent bodily 
markings. The Major first discussed identifica- 
tion by means of photographs, and reached the 
conclusion that it was unreliable and could 
only be —— as a convenient adjunct.to a 
better system. 

The second means, that of bodily measure- 
ments, is the system of M. Bertillon, applied 
by him some years ago to the identification of 
criminals in France. Seven measurements are 
tuken; thoge of the left, middle, and little 
fingers, of the left foot, of the left forearm, of 
the right ear, of the outstretched arms, and of 
the height, standing and sitting. The measure- 
ments are classified into large, medium, and 
small, and when a new individual is measured 
it can quickly be ascertained whether his meas- 
urements correspond with those of any other 
individual. Of 100,000 subjects measured, 
hardly 1Q show even approximate measure- 
ments in all of the seven respects. 

The third means of identification is by per- 
manent bodily markings. By these are meant 
scars of all kinds, whether from cuts, shot 
wounds, apscesses, burns, &c.; mutilated, dis- 
torted, or amputated members; physival ab- 
normities, as tumors, redundant or webbed 
fingers and toes, &c., moles, birthmarks, tattoo- 
ings; peculiarity of markings either in color or 
structure of the iris, and last, and perhaps most 
interesting, finger markings. ; 

The value of these marks as a means of identi- 
fication, Major Greenleaf added, is recognized 
and admitted by all observers. Even M. Bertil- 
lon said that “they offer a greater guaranteo 
for identification than measurements, and would 
tuke their place altogether if it were possible to 
use them as a basis of classification.’’ Major 
Greenleaf believed this to be possible, and said 
that the system was now in use at the War 
Department, introduced at his own suggestion. 
In order to make practical use of the system 
the person must be stripped, the body weriee 
into regions, and each region thoroughly 
searched for marks. 

The most characteristic and permanent of 
personal marks are ‘‘the small furrows with 
the intervening ridges that are disposed ina 
singularly-complex yét regular order on the un- 
der surface of the hands and feet.” The speak- 
er discussed these marks and the use of them 
that had been made in ancient times. They 
are unchangeable and may be recorded and 
kept in permament form. 

The speaker summed up the merits of each 
means of identification. Pnotographs are unre- 
Hable; the Bertillon system of measurement 1s 
| reliable, but there is an ethical objection to it, 
since it was conceived and is used in the de- 
tection of criminals. The eystem of bodily 
marks is less open to that objection, but re- 

uires accurate recording to be of use. He ye 
forred it, but valued the opportunity of falling 
back on the Bertillon system.

RAN INITIO THE PROVIDENOE. 


THE SCHOONER AVIS’S VIOLENT COL- 
LISION WITH THE BIG STEAMER, 


Capt. 8.T. Farnsworth of the lumber schooner - 


Avis lies, terribly injured about the thigh and 
abdomen, in the house of Pilot Cornelius Law- 
rence on Long Island Point, and his vessel is 
lying waterlogged off Hart's Island, with her 
bow torn away, from a collision with the 
Fall River Line steamer Providence near Sands 
Point at 8 o’olock Thursday night. Capt. 
Farnsworth was too ill to talk yesterday, but: 
Pilot Lawrence, who was in charge of the Avis 


when the accident occurred, said the blame for 
it rested epee with the steamer. 

The pilot said he was sailing with a rattling 
breeze between Sand’s Point and the Gangway 
Buoy and was heading in for City Island Hat- 
bor, intending to anchor there for the night. 
He had all bis lights set and said the night, al- 


though dark, was so clear that he saw both, 


lights of the Providence. long before it had 
reached Hart’s Island. The steamer was head- 
ing directly for him, but as it gave no whistle he 
kept straight on his course, as in duty bound, 
suppose it would veer off and pass him in “4 
mile-wide passage in due season. But it di 
nothing of th6 sort until it was almost atop of 
the Avis, and then, when it attempted to cut to 
the northward across her bows, the schooner 
jabbed her bowsprit into the steamer’s main 
deck guards just forward of the paddle box, 
Tipping out about sixty feet of woodwork and 
smashing up five outside staterooms, Then the 
bowsprit broke off and fell into the water, car-. 
rying along with it bowstem, figurehead, jib- 
boom and head gear. wt 

Capt. Farnsworth was at his schooner’s wheel 
when the shock came and was thrown against 
if Just as the back water pushed the rudder 
hard a-port and whirled the wheel around 
against his thigh and side with such force that 
every spoke was broken off. He fell to the deck 
terribly bruised and torn and had to bear in 
addition the torture of being tossed about in 
the pilot’s rowboat for nearly an hour in the 
uene to City Island Point. It was 10 o'clock 

éfore he was put to bed and medical help anm- 
moned, and ane before his injuries were 
all dressed. The physicians say that if he re- 
covers he will owe his life to his plick and his 
tine physique and constitution. No one elee 
was hurt aboard the Avis, and as she was 
loaded with piles and could not sink, her mate 
one "gens staid on her and spent the night on

No one was injured on the Providence. One 
lady who was sleeping in a stateroom that had

CO-WORKERS WELCOME} 


DIFFICULTIES IN RAISING A 
MONUMENT FUND. 

HE. AIM HaS.BEEN TO PROCEED OCAU-4 
TIOUSLY, AVOID MISTAKES, AND 
SECURE CREDITABLE RESUETS. 

Prof. Richard A. Greener, the Secretary of 
the Grant Monument Association, expressed 
himself much gratified with the project of Lafa- 
yette Post:of the Grand army of the Republic 
to raise funds within the Grand Army for the 
completion of a monumert to Gen. Grant. He 
said that the members of the post and the ex- 
cellent committee in immediate charge of the 
project need have no fear that they would be 
repelled by the monument association. On the 
contrary, Prof.. Greener was quite fulsome in 
his assurances that all efforts of’ the committee 
‘would be heartily appreciated by the members 
of the association,.and that in whatever direc- 
tion co-operation might be needed to this end 
the associatidn would be found ready to join 
hands with the Grand Army. : 

“It is perhaps quite natural,” Prof. Greener 
said, “that there should be expressions of im- 
pationce over what may have seemed inexcusa- 
ble delays on the part-of the association. Only 
those who have been engaged in some such 
movement as this will appreciate its difficulty. . 
Our association may not have made very much. 
progress. We have avoided egregious blunders, ; 
however, and have done nothing of importance. 
that camnot be undone, It would be easy 
enough for the association to get rid of this re-: 
sponsibility. Something could have been put 
up two or three years ago. There was nothing: 
to prevent the association from using - the 
money subscribed during the first year‘after 
Gen. Grant's death to put up something as far 
as the money would go, and then disband and 
leave it. The purpose of the association from 
the beginning has been to do something that 
‘would be worthy of the city, of the Nation, and. 
of Gen. Grant. It has pot been. the purpose to 
ropy other monuments or designs, to repeat 
ideas that have been e da by artists and 
architects elsewhere, or to indulge in ap, 
tion upon established and familiar modeis. 

“The members of the association have agreed. 
that the monument to be erected to Gen. Grant, 
should be of unique and original design, and; 
should, possess merit, sutticient to class ip as on 
$f the notable gtructures of the world. It would),

HUNTING FOR AN HEIRESS. 


LAWYERS WANT TO FIND AN ENG- 
LISHWOMAN WHO ELOPED. 


An interesting English story has been brought 
to light by an advertisement that has appeared 
in some of the local papers of Jersey City. Some 
time ago Randolph, Condict & Beach, Jersey 
City lawyers, received a communication from 
Lee & Pemberton, solicitors of London, request- 
ing them to endeavor to ascertain the where-. 
abouts of Nina Jeannette Hartwell, daughter of 
Sir Broderick Hartwell. The girl left London 
in 1871 and nothing had been heard of her by 
her relations in London since her departure. 

Sir Broderick was the beneficiary of a large 
estate and of money which was held in trust, and 
which was to be divided among his children on 
his death. He had five children, the oldest of 
whom was Nina Jeannette. She was said to be 
@ young woman of beauty and many accom-

EXPLOSIONS IN THE BAY. 


EXHIBITION OF A NEW MARINE DIS- 
TRESS SIGNAL YESTERDAY. 


Reginald Heber Earle, an inventor, of St. 
Johns, N. F., gave @ test exhibition of a marine 
distress signal inventea by him off’the Barge 
Office pier yesterday afternoon. The apparatus 
consists of an oblong cylindrical shell of tin 
charged for about one-fourth of its length with 
a service charge of two and one-half pounds of 
Dupont’s F. F. sporting powder. Above the 
powder was an air chamber to give buoyancy 
to the shell, and through this ran two small 
tubes contaihing fuse which connected with the 
‘bottom aud thetop of the charge of powder. 
These tubes. then ‘came together at the top of’ 
the shell in a tube tilled with fulminate of mer- 
cury, Over which was screwed a cap. 

The object of the shell is to’ take the place of 
all distress signals now used in marine signal-' 
‘ing, such as rockets and tiring of minute guns, ' 
in doing which much valuable time is lost. It 

8s intended that the Earle Marine Distress 

hell, as the contetv snes is called, shall be dis- 
tributed about ae , but particularly kept on 
the bridge wit easy reach of the Captain.

PERRY BELMONT DISCUSSES FOREIGN | 
AND DOMESTIC QUESTIONS. 
Mr. Perry Belmont, ex-Minister to Spain, 


‘who has just returned ‘from Europe, last’ 


‘evening spoke freely to a Times reporter 
‘of matters that had fallen under his no- 
tice. He spoke particularly to the stabil- 
‘ity of the French Republic and the growth 
of public sentiment in favor of repub- 
‘ican institutions, particularly among those 
nations which, since the French Revolution of 
.1789, had been permitted to experience for 
brief periods republican government. He 
frankly: stated his belief that if another Eu- 
ropean war ocourred it would result in the 
establishment of one, if not two, additional re- 
publics, 1t was to head off this danger, per- 
haps, quite as muoh as to maintain the peace of 
Europe, that the triple alliance had been 
‘formed. : 

_ The French elections were in progress while 
Mr. Belmont was upon the water, and he there- 
fore had no opportunity of personally observ- 
ing them; but, noticing in the papers a dispatch 
that the vote for Boulanger in the Montmartre 


district had been nullified and the labor candi- 
date declared clected, he made an interesting 
explanation as to how this had been brought 
about. He said that a new law regulating mul- 
tiple candidacy went into effect for the first 
time at this election. In the French elective 
eritem there are no nominating conyentiuns. 

tis Me to any one whois eligible to dedlare 
himeelf a candidate, but this new law, which 
went into effect on Sunday iast, requires that 
the declaration of candidacy shall be legalized 
by the Maire of the arrondissement, and 
the Maire is prohibited’ from sogetiaing 
any signature not known to him, or 
which is not made in his presence. It 
was easy enough to understand that with the 
law co nting him and a judgment of the 
pee. Court depriving Boulanger, Rochetort, 
and Dillon of oivil rights there was not a Maire 
in all France who was willing to countersign 
and legalize the declarations of either of them. 
Consequently the votes cast for the opposing can- 
‘didates were the only ones that could be count- 
ed as legal. The result of the French elections 
Was not. 80 specially significant as a personal 
defeat of Boulanger. It was a-victory over all 
the elé ents which atened the continuance 
of repub. sm in France and cepenially over 
the adherents of the Comte ae Paris. 

Speaking of the international maritime con- 
ference to be held in Vermingte next month, 
Mr. Belmont said that as he rs phage in 
Congress for eight years a'maritime district, and 
had introduced the bill authorizing thé confer- 
ence, he felt much interest in its proceedings. 
Every day losed some disaster or narrow 
escape, proying how necessary it was to’ have 
an international code of signals which would 
enable vessels to indicate in what direction 
they were going ina fog. Whatever points of 
disagreement might arise upon other questions 
to be submitted to the conference, it was abso- 
lutely certain that all maritime powers would 
agree to the code of signals adopted by it, and 
this must of necessity add greatly to the seourity 
of life and Droperity 9s sea. 

“What about this proposed con 
American nations?’ the reporter asked.

* Certain y I did,” Mr. Belmont repjied, “ and 
made a minority report against the bill because 
,it seemed to me in many respects crude and ill- 

considered. The proper way to reform the tariff 
was from within and not from without.

‘in committee.” 

‘*What do you think about the practical re- 
sulta?”’

and rivers, and they have grown fat with the 
good feed. 
Changeable weather has puzzled the salt- 
water anglers all Summer, and has made 
the fish in the bays near the city very 
freaky. There is a great difference of opinion 
as to weakfishing. The fortunate individuals. 
who secured a good weather tip and hit the 
schools when in a biting mood think it has 
been a good season. Those who got drenched 
by sudden storms .and returned with a few sea 
robins are emphatic in their denunciation of 
it as @ very poor one, 
Barnegat has proved the only sure fishing 
grounds within easy reaching distance of the 
city. Parties who have visited‘this old and fa- 
moua resort have been satisfied and have been 
exultant in their stories of big catches. The 
weakfish have run well in size and in quantity. 


Fifty and seventy to a boat has often been the 
word from incoming parties, and yet there is 
no indication that the supply was in any way 
exhausted. Plenty more seemed to have run 
in from the ocean to fill the gap made by a 
day’s fishing. 

he weakiishing is now pretty muchover near 
the city. The storm has driven the remaining 
schools out into deep water, and they are not 
likely to return. They are not fond of cold 
weather or cold water. Cold stormy days drive 
them out. The hot and muggy days are their 
favorites, and it is on such days that they bite 
in a lively fashion. 

Striped bass are of opposite habits, and 
striped bass fishing is about all that is left now. 
They have been quite abundant this week and 
have shown that they were about, even when 
not taken in large numbers, Schools of them 
have run up near shore and in.a few instances 
found themselves gasping in nets for their im- 
prudence, Vhe storms, varie bs the beaches 
and unearthing worms and Shellfish, attracted 
them into shallow water. Indeed, there has 
been such good feeding that evidently they 
have not been anxious for the dessert offered 
by gentlemen anglers. 

the Hudson off Inwood bass have been 
taken nearly pies! f day, though not in sufficient 
uantities to send all the lovers of the sport to 
that locality. They have not — very large. A 
spell of sunny weather and cold nights will im- 
prove the fishing. 

Along the Staten Island shores the same state 
of things exists. Bass are just abundant enough 
to tantalize the angler. Securing one or two 
of rather small size, he is raised to the height of 
expectancy, a8 in Winning on the first horse 
race of the day, that good luck will follow the 
remainder of the day. Off Bedloe’s Island and 
down off Robbin’s Keef an occasional bass is 
taken. In Hell Gate a few were recently caught, 
a three-pounder being the best of a lot of a doz- 
en. Net fishermen have in the last three days 
secured great quantities at Coney Island and 
up the Hudson. 

luefishing has also been good, according to 
those who have ventured on the fishing boats 
outside the bay. The schools worked up the 
‘coast after the cyclone as though according to 
programme, and they were nice, big ten-pound- 
ers. They will remain offandon till cola 
weather drives them South. 

Tom-cods are arriving,, to the joy of the small 
boys. They are up the rivers, and will soon be 
caught off the docks. 

Snappers have been abundant, and are yet to 
be caught in the creeks putting into the ocean, 
andin the rivers up even into’ brackish water. 

uite a number are being caught from the iron 
pier at Rockaway Beach. 

Black bass may still be taken in Hopatcong, 
Budd’s, and Greenwood Lakes on pleasant days. 
It isa good time to go, as fewer parties visit 
these resorts now, and the waters are not in a 
constant churn from oarsmen and sailing par- 
ties, nor are the waters filled with bait. The 
big fish will often jump at a spoon on a bright 
Autumn afternoon. The pickerel are also still 
on deck, and will be till ice comes. 

The new stock comanay. to run a steamer to 
the fishing banks will soon be organized. It 
will be composed of fishermen who have been 
acoustomed to visit the banks. The steamer 
will be ascrew, and fitted up with all advan- 
tages and improvements to fishermen.

and Line for the biggest fish that mig# be 
brought.to the office and daly weighed. Some 
of the prizes have been decided as follows:

The snipe flight following the big storm on 
Long Island was one, of the biggest flights that 
have been known to hunters on the South Shore 
in many years. They fairly swarmed for a day or 
two on the wet meadows and marshes, and the 

unners had great aport. Bags of nearly a 
fundred were made by several, and they would 
have been larger if the supply of shells had not 
given out, Few of the yd sportsmen bene- 
fited, however, by the fligh t is necessary 
for lovers of snipe shooting to always have 
their arrangements made 80 as to be notified 
when the big flights come. A few hours’ notice 
is all that 1s necessary to take a hunter to any 

‘part of Long Island. On aday when the birds 
are numerous more sport can be obtained than 
in three weeks of tramping along the beach in 
Summer. 

Many hunters did not believe that sniping 
‘was Over, ana predicted another flight in con- 
nection with the last storm. It undoubted 

‘stirred up the late tarrying birds a littie, but 
no such flight as thatof two weeks ago ap- 
peared. The storm started the ducks, however, 
and it is time for teal, black ducks, and the 
earlier birds to be flying into the bays. Even 
now on a sailup the Sound small flocks are 
seen, while the anglers for bluefish oft Sandy 
Hook have seen more than afew bunches of 
the big black fellows that havea penchaut for 
rough water. 

Next Tuesday the law will allow duck shoot- 
ing, and the prospect is that there will be plenty 
of opportunity for the banging of Lg ny > 

Squirrel este is a success on Long Island 
this year, especially in the central portions of 
the island and thefurthér end. In some locali- 
ties they are more abundant than they have 
been for years. Just now they are in the nut 
trees ga ering in yhetr Winter supplies. Long 
Island squirrels, however, are not compelled, 
like those in the northern “ of the State, to 
prepare a large store of provisions for long 
months of snow ana ice. On Long Island the 
Winters are so mild that they can often find 
feed during the whole season, and they are ac- 
customed to come out on sunny days even 
though the air 1s cool. 

: Bag shooting is best, however, when they 
are in the hickory trees. Their ‘*champings” 

will be heard under the tree by the hunter, 

and all he has to do is to plant himself under it, 

utilizing the trunk for a back rest. When the 
squirrel arrives he will drop a nut or two, and 
‘then the gunner can find him without making - 
too much noise. Lf up in the top of the tree 
they presenta pretty shot. If the squirrel is 

not hurt he will gallop across from tree to tree, 

leading a merry chase to the excited huntsman. 

By the time the little gray animal is safely 

bagged and the hitnter has resumed his quiet 

vigil under the hickory tree another will show’ 
himself. If hickory trees are not abundant 

squirrels will often be found in the oaks, 

crunching acorns. Often two or three will be 

discovered in the same nut tree, and then to 

bag them all is a great feat. 





“LIVERPOOL JACK’S” TRIAL, 
Henry Toole, John McLeon, Frank W. Nor-

QUESTIONS FOR) THE OHUROE. 


AN APPEAL BY COLORED MEN TO THE 
GENERAL CONFERENCE. 

_ The conference.of; colored clergymen, and. lay- 
‘men of the Protestant Episcopal Church and 
their white friends held ita last session yester- 
day at St. Philip’s Church. It has been a har- 
-monious gathering and bas been so greatly en- 
joyed by the.members that a motion to make 
the conferences triennial in the future instead 
of annual was promptly voted down, The next 
conference will be held in Philadelphia. 

The principal work of the present conference 
was to urge upon the General Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church the necessity 
of giving colored clergymen equal powers in 
the General-Conventions and diocesan councils 
with white clergymen, and the opposition of 
the-dioceses of South Carolina and Virginia to 
these demands was severely condemned. The 


committes to prepare a memortalto,the General 
Convention made its final report in the.shape of 
&@ memorial, prefaced by a resolution.as follows: 


Resolwed, That it'is the sense of this conference 
that the General Convention. of the Shurch be 
manpaceenes tes ygrng the position of colored peo- 
ple in the Church, we would respectfully, yet most 
earnestly, represent to your honorable es that 
we, as clergy and laity engaged in the work of the 
Ohurch among colored pgople, have been trained in 
the Protestant Episcopal Churcli, and have entered 
that communion with the understandin 1 

Firet—That it was a valid branch of ‘3 Holy 
Catholic Church, bringing tous all the verities of 
Christ’s religion and animated by His Spirit. 

Second—That as such the Church knew no differ- 
‘ence of race or condition. 

Third—That it is the doctrine of this Church that 
its priesthood is one, and that it is not her inten- 
tion to discriminate in her legislative capacity on 
the sole ground of color. 

Yet certain action has been taken in various 
parts of the Church which has either already de- 

rived colored clergy of rights which we supposed 

ey possessed by virtue of thts apostolic ordina. 
tion, or which is likely to result in sach depriva- 
tion. For example, the movement which has been 
made in more than one diocese looking toward a 
separate oO nization for colored people. In conse- 
‘quence of these facts and others which we shall no 
now mention, we believe that the confidence o 
many among us, and of most intelligent colored peo- 
ple generally, has been greatly shaken respecting 
the reality of the-Church’s catholicity and of her 
profession of interest. 

In view of all this, although we have not felt 
that due consideration has been given to colored 
clergymen in the constitution and practical work- 
ing of these agencies, which the last General Con- 
gee + in all good purpose, set in operation, and 

spite of the fact that there any grievances about 

matters in which we think thatin her attempt to 
evangelize and educate the colored people, the 

huroh has not:availed herself of the intelhgence 
and insight of colored olergy and laity in matters 
concerning our own people. Still, it is our belief 
that all these matters are subordinate and sink into 
insignificance in the presence of one great.question 
which we believe must havea satisfactory answer 
before the work of converting the colored people 
can proceed with any prospect 

The question which we would ask of the -Prot- 
estant piscopal Church of the United States in 
the General Convention is this: What is the posi- 
tion of colored men in this Church? Isit in accord- 
ance with the real doctrines ae by this Church 
that when men ha¥e been admi the red 
ministry or communion in the Charch any restric- 
tion should be made in the spiritual or legislative 
rights of a colored man which would not be made m 
those of a white man? Does the action which has 
recently been taken in two dioceses in the Church 
represent tne true spirit of this Church? 

We ask the General Conference of the Church to 
give an emphatic and unequiv answer to this 
our earnest and almost despairing inquiry. 

The Rey. Messrs. W. V. Tunnell, George F. 
Bragg, Jr., Paulus Moorte, B.C. Bishop, and 
Thomas W. Cain were appointed a committes 
to have the memorial introduced fnto the Gen- 
eral Convention. 

The conference closed with services at the 
church and the reading of a paper peegored by 
the Rev. Dr. R. B. Sutton of Raleigh, N. C.,. 
upon “The Remedy for Past Mistakes and Mis- 
management on the Part of the Authorities of 
the Church Respecting Her Missionary Work 
Among Colored People.” A discussion followed,

IN FAVOR OF GIBLIN. 


THE CONDEMNED MAN’S WIFE TELLS 
HER STORY. 


Mrs. Kate Giblin, the wife of the convicted 
murderer of Mrs. Valentine Goelz, was ‘the.first 
witness examined yesterday morning before 
Referee Douras. She. is a plain, gentle-spoken 
little woman of about twenty-five, whose pres- 
ence in the trial as a witness on behalfof her 
husband could hardly have failed to gain him 
some measure of sympathy., Her most im- 
portant evidence before the referee was the 
statement that her husband’s lawyer, Suydam, 
had never asked her any questions about the 
case, and did not put her on the stand as a wit- 
ness, Shesaid that she was married to Giblin 
in 1886 in Boston, and had lived with him up 


tothe time of his arrest, first in Worcester, 
Mass., where he worked in Washburn & Moen’s 
factory. Work getting slack there, her nusband 
came to New-York in October, 1887, to hunt 
for work. She joined him later, and they lived 
at 450 West Fifty-fifth-street. He used gener- 
ally to bring home such money as he earned. 
He passed his evenings at home except when 
he attended meetings of thé Royal Arcanum. 
They had $200 when they arrived! in New-York. 
He tried to get work, but could not, and they 
had only about $10 the day he was arrested. 

Aboutl1l o’clock that morning her husband 
went to find work. She did not see him until 
the next morning, when she sawhim in the 
Jefferson Market Police Station, having bee 
informed by her landlady that her husband h 
been arrested. After his hearing was over she 
talked with him for afew ee. When she got 
home there was agegtioman there who had read 
about her trouble and gave hera little money. 
She did not know who he was. ter on a 
couple of police officers arrived and searched 
the place. She helped them by throwing some 
things they wanted to look at on tie bed. 
Among the things they took away were some 
piaee of copper which her husband had told 

er were used for some kind of a battery. He 
never made any use of them within her knowl- 
edge. She did not see any of her husband’s 
lawyers up to the time of his trial. 

She never heard of her husband being a coun- 
terfeiter_or being charged with any wrong- 
doing. He always treated her kindly. 

In the atternoon the referee and lawyers 
went-to 183 West Houston-street, where they 
took the testimony of James H. Murphy, a 
young man _ who is in the last stages of con- 
sumption. Murphy said that when he heard 
of the row he went over to Goelz’s bakery, and 
while standing outside of it he heard Giblin 
ory, ‘‘ For God’s sake don’t murder me.” After 
the shooting he entered the bakery. No one was 
in the front room. Near the Jace curtains hun 
across the centre of the store. was a pan o 
cakes, and on the cakes was arevolver, An 
officer came along and witness said to him: 
“There’s the revolver.” The officer swung 
him back, and when he looked around again he 
saw that the revolver had gone. The o ones 
standing near the revolver when he saw it were 
the officer and Tony Schwab, He was sure that 
the officer had not removed the revolver. 


HANDSOME WINDOWS. 





STAINED GLASS ADORNMENTS FOR THE 
CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY CHAPEL. 


The seventeen stained glass windows that are 
to adorn the chapel of the Catholic University 
in Washington arrived in this city a few days 
ago from Germany, and are now on exhibition 
at the warerooms of the importers, Benziger &

16, have 
been sent out, and they are signed by Cardinal 
Gibbons, President of the Board of Directors, 
and the Right Rev. John J. Keaue, rector of the 
university and formerly Bishop of Richmond.
